Mr. Twisleton to Sir George Grey. 

Poor Law Commission, Dublin. 

October 26, 1846. 

In an interview with Mr. Labouchere to-day, he expressed a wish that 
I should make a direct communication to you respecting the condition of some 
of the Irish Unions in reference to want of funds. I accordingly propose to 
do so. 

Three Unions have made an application to the Irish Government for a loan 
of money, to enable them to defray the current expenses of the workhouse. 
These Unions are — 

Carrick on Shannon, 

Swineford, County of Mayo, 

Westport, County of Sligo. 

1. With respect to Carrick on Shannon Union, the Commissioners, in a 
letter dated the 26th ultimo, addressed to Mr. Redington, the Under Secretary, 
explained that similar applications had on previous occasions, been made by 
the Guardians of that Union to the Dublin Office (all of which applications 
had been answered in the negative), and that, although the case was one of very 
serious difficulty, and on that ground deserving the consideration of his Excel- 
lency, yet the embarrassments had arisen from the default of the Guardians to 
make from time to time rates sufficient to meet the expenditure. The Guar- 
dians then made another communication to the Commissioners, to the same 
effect as the former ones, and they stated that they had only 7/. in hand after 
paying their cheques. This last communication was dated the 17th instant, and 
on their next Board day (the 24th instant) the Guardians received an answer 
from the Commissioners that no prospect could be held out to the Board of 
their obtaining assistance from the Government; and the Guardians were, a 
the same time, urged to press on the collection of the arrears of rate, and to 

make a new Tate as soon as possible. . . . , , , , 

2. In regard to Swineford Union, the Commissioners furnished to the Irish 

Government the observations of Mr. Otway, the Assistant Commissioner on 
the application of the Guardians. In those obsei-vations, dated the 9

I have only to add, that the state of the funds in all the Unions in Ireland 
collectively is more flourishing this year than in the last year. The net amount 
of the balances in favour of the Guardians was 36,185/. at the end of August, 
and 31,842 1 at the end of September in the present year ; while the net balance 
in 1845 was only 32,976/. at the end of August, and 23,124 /. at the end of 
September. 

With regard to the course to be pursued in future in dealing with applications 
for assistance from the Irish Unions, I am desirous of being put in possession of 
your views for the guidance of this office. 

It may be calculated on with certainty that some of the Unions will find it 
impossible to keep open their workhouses without borrowing money. 

But a difficulty arises as to the payment of interest. The doctrine always 
held by this office is, that, except as to expenses of a nature permanently bene- 
ficial, there should be no debt, and that the payment of interest for money to 
defray the current expenses of the workhouse is illegal. 

This principle is of great importance, and it would be very dangerous, under 
any circumstances, to hold a contrary doctrine ; still, under the peculiar circum- 
stances of the country, the Commissioners could refrain from insisting on it, pro- 
vided none of the rate-payers objected, and the auditor deemed himself justified 
in passing the item in the accounts. However, the Commissioners could scarcely 
recommend a course which is illegal. 

The only other alternative which presents itself to my mind is, that Govern- 
ment should, for a certain time, say for six months or a year, undertake to pay 
the interest of any money which the Guardians might borrow from private 
sources. There is no intention, in throwing out this suggestion, that Govern- 
ment should advance any of the principal which some of the Unions must 
borrow, or that the payment of the interest should be guaranteed for more than 
a very limited time. I am aware that nothing of this kind could be done with- 
out a formal application to the Treasury ; still, nothing short of some such plan 
could make it legal in the Guardians to borrow money and to pay the interest, 
unless a new Act of Parliament were passed on the subject. 

I will conclude by stating, that scarcely any circumstances would appear to 
me to render it expedient for Government to advance a loan to any Union for 
the payment of its current expenses. The money should be borrowed from 
private sources, and then there will be some chance of its being repaid.

The administration of the Poor Law having been placed by Parliament m the 
hands of the Commissioners, Sir George Grey does not feel that the Secretory of 
State is authorised to give them directions as to the manner m which they 
should act under circumstances, such as those stated m your, letter, but the pre- 
sent condition of many parts of Ireland may fairly entitle them to ask the 
optoion of the Government as to the course which it may be expedient to pursue

6X With regard to the first, viz., Carrick-on-Shannon, it appears to Sir George 
Grey that no other answer can properly be given than that which has alrea y 
been addressed to the Guardians by the Commissioners. The want of funds in 
this ease is stated to arise from the default of the Guardians to make rates 
sufficient to meet the expenditure. If loans were to be made by the Govern- 
ment to meet current expenditure under these circumstances, the probable result 
would be, that such default would become general. As to the second Union, that 
of Swineford, the difficulty appears to lie chiefly m getting in the rate. But it is 
stated to be almost impossible to get any one to pay Is. of any rent or tax, and 
it is added, that similar difficulties prevail in almost all the Connaught Unions, 
and in some to a much greater degree. A state of affairs which renders the 
navment of any rent or tax impossible, is one of a very serious character, but the 
non-payment of the poor rate must he dealt with in the same manner as that 
of any other rate or tax, and the alleged impossibility of collecting it does not 
appear to Sir George Grey to afford any ground for making a loan to the Union. 

As the application from the Westport Union has been referred to Mr. 
Otway, whose report has not yet been received, it is unnecessary further to advert 

t0 It is satisfactory to learn that the state of the funds in the Unions in' Ireland, 
collectively, is more flourishing this year than in the last. _ ; 

With regard to the course to he pursued for the future, Sir George Grey needs 
scarcely say, that he could not recommend to the Commissioners to adopt or 
sanction any proceeding which they are advised is illegal. 

If Sir George Grey should receive a representation from the Boor Law 
Commissioners, stating, in their opinion, the necessity of some measure being 
adopted of the nature adverted to at the close of your letter, he will commu- 
nicate with the Treasury on the subject, but he is unable at present, to hold out 
the expectation of any such assistance being afforded, and Sir George Grey 
thinks it of great importance that no departure from the ordinary course oi 
proceeding should be sanctioned, except under the pressure of the most urgent 
necessity. 



Mr. Twisleton to Sir George Grey. 

Dublin, October 28, 1846. 

In referrence to my former letter, I enclose a copy of Mr. Otway s Report 
on Westport Union. . , 

His view of the Union finances does not seem altogether so unfavourable as tne 
view taken by the Marquis of Sligo in his application, on behalf of the Board of 
Guardians, to the Irish Government, for a loan of money. 

Although the letter of Lord Sligo was addressed to the Irish Government, 1 
enclose a copy of it. It is to be observed, that it is a different letter from the one 
to which an answer was given by Sir Randolph Routh. 

According to the last minutes, Castlebar Union (in Connaught) rejected 40 
applicants on the ground of " want of funds ; ” and Cahirciveen . Union (in 
Munster) rejected 90 applicants on the ground of " scarcity of provisions.” 

Carrick-on-Shannon Union has passed a resolution to pay interest to the con- 
tractors of the Union as long as their debts are unpaid. I have- taken no notice 
of that resolution.

Westport Union. 

Gentlemen, Ratlimullan, Ramelton, October 26, 1846. 

In reply to your letter of the 21st instant, forwarding me a copy of a letter from the 
Marquis of Sligo, herewith returned, and requesting my observations on the state of the West- 
port Union, and the statements in the letter of the Marquis of Sligo, I have the honour to 
inform you that, from notes taken by me at Westport on the 14th (from information furnished 
me by the clerk and master), it appears that, out of the rate made on the 3rd of October, 
1845, amounting to 24247., that the sum of 18597. had been collected, and that there remained 
uncollected the sum of 5 677. ; that there was then the sum of 4157. to the credit of the Union 
with the treasurer; and that there were no liabilities up to the 29th September, except what 
was due to the Public Works Loan Commissioners for the building loan, and the sura of 
5757., due to a Mr. Gibbons, for money ho advanced to pay for the valuation. This latter sum 
the Guardians, however, borrowed from Mr. Gibbons, under the sanction of a sealed order of 
the Poor Law Commissioners (at, I believe, 5 per cent.), and Mr. Gibbons is not anxious to 
have this sum paid in. I also found, from information supplied me by the master, that he had 
clothes in the store for 80 men beyond the number then in the workhouse, and clothes for 25 
women beyond the number in the house, and bedding and bed-clothes for 1 00 beyond the 
number in “the house. 

1 would also beg to state, that from the regularity of payments in this Union, and the large 
amount to the credit of the Guardians with the Treasurer, that its credit is good, and that I do 
not anticipate any difficulty in getting contracts for auy clothing, materials, bedding, &c., 
that might be necessary from an increased number of inmates in the workhouse, and the Guar- 
dians getting credit, if necessary, for four or five months. 

Of the sum of 5677. of the rate still uncollected, I believe, a large portion of this is due by 
persons rated as the immediate lessors of persons valued at and under 47. ; and that if proper 
steps were taken, the greater portion of this arrear might speedily be collected. 

On the whole. Gentlemen, it appears to me, that there is no union in the province, where the 
finances are in so good a state, and where more reasonable expectations could be formed of 
the pressure on the workhouse being properly met ; at the same time, I am aware of the 
danger to bo anticipated in the collection of a new and sufficient rate, from the distressed state 
of the country, and the great difficulty that I apprehend there will be in the collection of any 
rent or tax. A large, if not the largest, portion of the poor rate is payable by immediate 
lessors, the greater portion of the occupiers being valued at or under 47., and of the immediate 
lessors, the Marquis of Sligo is, I believe, liable for the largest portion of rate ; but, from the way 
the lands have been let (townlands being formerly leased to one or two persons, who afterwards; 
sublet almost ad infinitum , and whose names are still kept on the agent’s books, although they 
may have long ceased to exist as tenants of such holdings, and although the present tenants, 
have for a considerable lime been treated directly as tenants, and rent individually received 
from them), I fear there will be great difficulty in getting the rate from the persons rated as 
immediate lessors. In many of my Unions there is much greater difficulty in get mg e 
rate from tile persons rated as immediate lessors than from the occupiers valued over 4^. ; and 
a great portion of the arrears of rate at present due in the Connaught portion of my district, is. 
due by the immediate lessors.

Whitehall, December 4, 1846. 

I am directed by Sir George Grey to inform you that a very strong statement 
as to the prevalence of fever in the district of Skibbereen was lately laid before 
him by a deputation from the guardians of that Union. . 

Similar statements appear in the public papers, and reach him through private 
■channels, but no official information of any kind, as connected with this parnlul 

subject, has yet been forwarded to him. 

I am in consequence instructed to request that you will call the attention oi 
His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant to this important matter. Sir George Grey is 
of opinion that correct information as to the prevalence of fever m Ireland should 
be procured without delay, and forwarded to him. Sir George Grey would leave 
it to the Lord Lieutenant to consider as to the best means by which this end can be 
accomplished ; hut as Parliament has placed in the hands of the Executive 
Government the means of mitigating at least the evil, should it be found to exist, 
Sir George Grey trusts that His Excellency will agree with him in opinion as to the 
absolute necessity of procuring at once accurate and authentic information upon 
this subject. . 

P. S.— I enclose some extracts from a statement which was placed m Sir 
George Grey’s hands by a deputation from Skibbereen. j 



Mr. Redington to Sir William Somerville. 

Dublin Castle, December 9, 1846. 

Referring to your letter of the 4th instant, relative to the prevalence of 
fever in the district of Skibbereen, county Cork, I am directed by the Lord 
Lieutenant to acquaint you, for the information of Secretary Sir George Grey, 
that his Excellency has no reason to believe that fever to any unusual extent 
prevails generally in Ireland, and no representation to that effect has been made 
to the Irish Government. 

His Excellency is aware of the provisions of the Fever Act of last Sessions, 
and will he prepared to act upon them should occasion require it. The extent 
of fever in Skibbereen workhouse did not, however, call for the operations of 
that Act, as the guardians are there affording the necessary relief. 

. • A copy is herewith forwarded of a Report from the Secretary of the General 
Board of Health relative to the present existence and probable future progress 
of disease in Dublin, from which it will appear that fever does not prevail to 
any extraordinary extent, and has diminished in the month of November as 
compared with the previous month. The last paragraph of that Report states 
that, although from many causes an apprehension may exist that disease, under 
some form or other, most probably that of fever, may hereafter spread exten- 
sively through the population of Ireland, yet appearances seem adverse to the 
opinion of its present existence. 

With regard to deaths by starvation, to which reference is made in the 
extracts enclosed in your letter, these cases have appeared in the abstracts of 
police reports which have been from time to time forwarded to the Home 
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Office. There is reason to believe that all the statements so forwarded have 
been well founded ; and when there seemed any reason to doubt that such was 
the fact, or that it appeared that blame attached to any public officer, his Excel- 
lency has desired further inquiries to be made on the subject.

Whitehall, December 5, 1846. 

Sir George Grey is of opinion that it would be most desirable at the 
present time to obtain from the different Poor-Law Unions in Ireland such 
returns as would enable Her Majesty’s Government to form an accurate judgment 
as to the present social and sanatory condition of the population as compared 
with former years, and I have in consequence received his instructions to request 
that you will move His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant to cause that the fol- 
lowing weekly returns should be made to this Office ; such returns to be con- 
tinued weekly : — 

1. A return of the number of inmates in each workhouse in Ireland in last 
week of November, in the years 1844, 1845, and 1846, distinguishing the able- 
bodied. 

2. A return of the cost of each pauper in each Union workhouse in the same 
weeks. 

3. A return of the number of patients in the infirmary of each Union work- 
house, distinguishing the fever patients in the same weeks. 

4. A return of the number of deaths in each workhouse for the same weeks. 

The number of inmates which each workhouse is capable of containing to be 

stated.

I am directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to transmit herewith the minutes of 
proceedings of the Guardians of the Skibbereen Union, at their meeting on the 3rd instant. 

The Commissioners request your special attention to the state of this Union, and the con- 
tinuance of an alarming degree of mortality in the workhouse. 

The Commissioners are desirous that the Guardians should receive every advice and assist- 
ance which can be afforded in their exertions to meet the pressure in ihe workhouse, and to 
stay the ravages of disease among the inmates. 

The Commissioners wish also to receive your opinion, after personal inspection, of the best 
steps which the Guardians can take to obtain the additional workhouse accommodation, which 
they have determined to provide. 

The Commissioners request, therefore, that you will visit this Union with as little delay as 
possible, and report to them the result of your observations on the state of the Union, and the 
steps the Guardians may be recommended to adopt.

With reference to the letter addressed to you on the 7th instant, on the subject of the 
distress existing amongst the poor in the Skibbereen Union, I am directed by the Poor Law 
Commissioners to forward to you herewith a copy of minutes of proceedings at an extra- 
ordinary meeting of the Board of Guardians of the Skibbereen Union on the 5th instant, when 
the subject of providing relief in addition to the relief which can be afforded in the workhouse 
was taken into consideration. 

The Commissioners request that you will repair to Skibbereen with the least possible delay, 
and ascertain whether any suitable building can be found, either in Skibbereen or any other 
part of the Union, which can be hired for the purpose of an additional workhouse. 

If such a building can be found, the course which the Commissioners consider most practi- 
cable and beneficial, would be to remove to it such of the children in the present workhouse as 
are susceptible of education, and are at present in good health The Commissioners will be 
glad to receive a report of your views and suggestions as soon after your visit as possible.

The Poor Law Commissioners have had before them the minutes received this day, of 
the proceedings which took place at an extraordinary meeting of the Board of Guardians of 
the Skibbereen Union on the 5th instant, when the subject of affording relief, in addition to 
that which can be given in the present workhouse at Skibbereen, to the destitute poor of the 
Union was taken into consideration. 

In reference thereto, the Commissioners desire to inform the Board of Guardians, that they 
have already (on the 7th instant) instructed Mr. Burke to go personally to Skibbereen, and 
co-operate with the Guardians in devising the best arrangements to meet the severity of the 
distress now prevailing, especially in reference to the proposal of finding additional accommo- 
dation for the reception of inmates. 

The Commissioners have now again addressed Mr. Burke, communicating to him the pre- 
sent proceedings of the Guardians, and requesting him to ascertain whether any suitable 
building can be found in Skibbereen, or in any part of the Union, for the purposes of an addi- 
tional workhouse, and have suggested that if such can be found, the healthy children capable 
of education, or as many of them as practicable, should be removed to it. 

The Commissioners feel deep concern at the amount of destitution which they know exists 
in the Skibbereen Union, but the Guardians will perceive that it is quite out of the power of 
the Commissioners to originate or give their sanction to any proposal, which is not authorized 
by the Acts in force for the relief of the destitute poor in Ireland. 

The proposal, therefore, to give food to destitute persons, without requiring them to become 
inmates of a workhouse, whether by the establishment of soup-shops or otherwise, at the charge 
of the poor-rates, is one which the Commissioners are unable to entertain. 

Should it become impossible to find a suitable building for an additional workhouse, the 
Commissioners request the attention of the Guardians to the practicability of erecting tem- 
porary structures of timber, adjoining the walls of some of the yards of the workhouse, in the 
manner indicated in the accompanying plans, which were designed to meet any extensive out- 
break ot fever in a Union, and which, notwithstanding the inclemency of the present season, it 
might be desirable to erect for the reception of additional inmates, if no other means can be 
found of extending the present amount of accommodation. 

The Assistant-Commissioner, Mr. Burke, has been instructed to confer and advise with the 
Guardians on the subject of the best steps which can be taken, and the Commissioners strongly 
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recommend the Guardians to continue to call on their medical officer for his advice and sug- 
gestions on every point affecting the sanatory state of the inmates. 

® j n reference to the proposal to carry into effect the provisions for emigration of poor persons, 
the Commissioners will be prepared to give a favourable consideration to the views of the 
Guardians, and to co-operat.e with them, either under the provisions of the 51st section of the 
Irish Pool- Relief Act, or under those of the 18th section of the Amendment Act. 

In the former case, a separate application should be made to the Commissioners for any 
electoral division by the Guardians, or if more than one, by all the Guardians of the division. 

If the Guardians should prefer availing themselves of the provisions of the 18th section of 
the Amendment Act, a form of consent like the one enclosed should be signed by two-thirds of 
the whole number of the Guardians, and a return also should be transmitted in the. accom- 
panying form, of the persons whom it is wished to enable to emigrate.

The Commissioners have now the honour to transmit, for his Excellency s information, a 
copy of a Report received yesterday from their Assistant-Commissioner, Mr. Burke, this 
Report contains the latest information which the Commissioners have received as to the state 
of the Skibbereen Union, and they have to draw special attention to the enclosures containing 
Reports from Dr. Donavan, the medical officer of the workhouse. 

The statements of the medical officer respecting the debilitated condition of the inmates when

Memorandum transmitted by Mr. Labouchere to Sir George Grey. 

There are at present 56 workhouses in Ireland which contain a greater 
number of paupers than they were built to accommodate, and several destitute 
persons have consequently been refused admission. 

By the 35th Section of 1 and 2 Viet. c. 56, (Poor Relief Act) the Commis- 
sioners are authorized to purchase or hire any building or buildings for the 
purpose of being converted into a workhouse, and the Guardians may borrow 
money for the purpose of maintaining such building, fitting it up, and providing 
machinery, or instruments, or utensils for setting the paupers at work therein, 
and charge the same with interest. 

By the 36th Section, only 400/. can be thus expended, without the consent of 
a majority of the Guardians. In several Unions it is stated, that great difficulty 
exists in collecting the rate at present outstanding, and that the collection of any 
new rate to be struck, except from the better class of rate-payers, to be next to 
impossible. That in consequence, it will be in many instances, impossible to 
carry on the existing workhouse establishment, (which has hi most cases more 
than doubled the average heretofore), and consequently impracticable to support 
any increase of numbers without external aid. 

In fact, this case has arisen in the Swmeford Union, where the inmates are 
being supported by the private advances made by the Chairman, which however, 
he states his inability to continue. 

On the other hand, in the neighbouring Union of Ballina, deaths have been 
reported in cases where the deceased persons had sought admission to the work- 
house, and been refused for want of room. 



(Extract.) Sir George Grey to Mr. Twisleton. 

Whitehall , December 21, 1846. 

I have received from Mr. Labouchere the copy of a memorandum, which 
I understand was sent to him by you on the present state of the workhouses of 
Ireland, and upon which he is desirous that I should state to you my opinion. 

I need scarcely say, that I fully appreciate the, difficulties with which you 
have to contend, but I much regret to observe that you consider, that although 
special powers applicable to cases of emergency, are given by the Poor Relief 
Act for making additional provision to a certain extent for the relief of the 
destitute, such powers cannot now be exercised, owing to the difficulty of col- 
lecting a rate. And it appears, that in the Union of Ballina, in consequence of 
these powers not having been exercised, deaths have been reported in cases 
where the deceased persons had sought admission to the workhouse, and been 
refused from want of room. 

I am unable to acquiesce in the propriety of abstaining under such circum- 
stances from an attempt to put in force those powers which the Legislature has 
provided for cases of extraordinary pressure, and I feel that a very heavy 
responsibility rests on those who, from declining to exercise those powers, refuse 
to persons without any other means of support, that relief which ought to be 
afforded them. If on the allegation, that great difficulty exists in collecting the 
rate at present outstanding, and that the collection of any new rate, except from 
the better class of rate-payers is next to impossible, “ external aid,” by which 
I presume is meant aid from the public treasury, is to be afforded to the Board 
of Guardians, I fear the inevitable result would be, that the alleged difficulty 
or impossibility would become general if not universal, and the Boards of 
Guardians would at once throw upon the Government the responsibility which 
by law attaches to themselves. I entertain, therefore the strongest objection to 
any grant from the Public Treasury, in aid of or as a substitute for the rate for 
the relief of the poor. Whatever aid the Government may give, should, in my 
opinion, be distinct from and independent of the funds administered under the 
Poor Law, and should be applied to the relief of those cases which cannot be 
provided for under the Poor Relief Act when brought into the fullest 
operation. Many persons liable to be rated are, if my information is correct, at 
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the present time placing their money in the Sayings’ Banks, and ky their re- 
fusal to employ any labourers in the cultivation of their land, are increasing the 
existing distress. To acquiesce in their exemption from the burden, legally and 
morally attaching to them, would I think, be most objectionable in principle 
and most injurious in its effect. 

If I have misunderstood the purport of the memorandum to which these ob- 
servations refer, I shall be happy to receive any explanation on the subject, and 
it will give me much satisfaction to have it in my power in any way to assist 
you in the execution of the onerous and responsible duties which you are called 
upon to discharge. 



Mr. Twisleton to Sir George Grey. 

Dublin, December 24, 1846. 

I acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 21st instant, which the 
pressure of business alone prevented me from answering yesterday. In reference 
to it, I have to state that it gives me great satisfaction to know your opinion 
respecting the course to be pursued by the Poor Law Commissioners in Ireland, 
and that you may depend upon my acting in conformity with your views. 

I collect, however, from your letter that you are desirous of receiving expla- 
nation on the following points : — 

1st. The additional workhouse acccommadation in Ireland. 

2nd. The sanctioning the payment of interest for money advanced to 
Boards of Guardians by their treasurers, under certain circumstances. 

3rd. The delay in transmitting certain returns to you. 

On the two first points I made such a full explanation, in a letter dated the 
19th instant, which I addressed, in the name of the Commission, to the Irish 
Government, that I deem it right to send you a copy of that letter, although it 
is possible that you may have already seen the original. I will, however, add 
a few remarks in reference to each point respectively. 

1. In abstaining from involving Unions in expenses, which I had reason to 
believe they would not be able to bear, I merely acted for the benefit of the 
public service, and the protection of Her Majesty’s Government from embar- 
rassing demands. When a Poor Law Union has no funds, and is unable to 
collect funds, the Guardians will make urgent representations to Government 
that unless they receive assistance they must turn out the paupers irom their 
workhouse, and will close the establishment. I have long foreseen that some 
cases of this kind were likely to arise, and I was unwilling to multiply such cases 
by urging Boards of Guardians to incur extraordinary expenses, in addition to 
those which were pressed upon them in the enclosed printed circular of the 10th

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If the workhouse was to be enlarged, some time would plainly be required for 
the purpose. In the event of hiring a building, to be converted into a work- 
house, less time would be required, provided that a proper building could be 
obtained; but it is by no means easy to obtain such a building, as is known by 
experience, even in the city of Dublin, and when such building has been obtained, 
a certain time must elapse before arrangements can be made lor the reception of 
paupers. Hence numerous deaths from starvation might take place m a dis- 
tressed district, even if the requisite funds were forthcoming before such arrange- 
ments could be completed. And thus I cannot suppose that provisions, so 
precarious and tardy in their operation as those contained m the 35th section of 
the Irish Poor Relief Act, could have been looked to as a material resource in 

the general relief arrangements of the country. 

It is true that the Commissioners could direct the expenditure of 4UU/. lor 
new buildings without the consent of the Guardians, and that the Commis- 
sioners could likewise dispense with that'consent for the completion of build- 
ings already in part erected, according to the plan or plans originally sanctioned 
by the Commissioners, and deposited with the clerk of the Union. But in the 
latter case a loan from the Treasury would he requisite, and the former course 
would he so irritating to a Board of Guardians, that nothing would he gained 
by it, except after a considerable length of time if the Guardians chose to enter 
upon a course of passive resistance. 

Having distinctly explained the reasons of the course which I have hitherto 
pursued, acting on my own judgment, I need scarcely say that I shall act on 
your views for the future, and that I shall urge Boards of Guardians, when 
their workhouses are full, to provide additional accommodation. 

2. With regard to the question of allowing interest for money borrowed by a 
Board of Guardians from their treasurer, I would remark that I merely gave 
my opinion upon it when my opinion was asked, and I trust that I did not over- 
step my duty in so doing. It was a suggestion thrown out solely for the protec- 
tion of Government, the interest of the Commission in it being comparatively 
very slight indeed. No application, however, has been made by the Commis- 
sion in behalf of any particular Union, and, in fact, I am not aware of any Union 
in which it would he desirable to interfere in the maimer suggested at precisely 
the present moment. 

I may add that this suggestion has not had the slightest influence on the con- 
duct or language of the Commissioners to Boards of Guardians. 

The language used by me to those Boards has been invariably the same, viz., 
that they must not look for any assistance from Government, and that they 
must rely solely on the exercise of the power which they possess, and that those 
powers are as great as are possessed by any body of the State for the collection 
of any rate or tax. 

3. With regard to the new Returns, the delay in transmitting them has arisen 
solely from their being complicated and new, and thus leading to a great deal 
of correspondence with the clerks of Unions before the Returns were forwarded 
to the office. This is always the case when new Returns are moved for, but 
there has been no delay in the office, and I may state to its credit that up to the 
week ended November 21, the weekly Returns for the whole of Ireland were 
always transmitted to the Irish Government in one week after the week to which 
the Returns related. This cannot, however, be expected of the new Returns 
for some time. 

I will merely add that I prefer the new form of Return to the old one, and 
that I am glad that the new form has been requested ; still it has necessarily 
occasioned some delay at first. I will not fail to give directions for sending you 
copies of the new Returns from week to week, with copies of any other Returns 
which you may desire. It has not been the custom to forward documents of 
that kind to the Home Office unless they were called for, which I merely men- 
tion to remove any impression that there has been neglect on the part of the 
Dublin Poor Law officer.

Adverting to their letter of the 15th instant, the Poor Law Commis- 
sioners desire to state that they have given their attentive consideration to the 
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important questions contained in your letter of the 12th instant, and in reference 
thereto they have to make the following answers : — 

1. In 30 Unions in Ireland the Commissioners have either suggested or sanc- 
tioned the taking steps for providing additional workhouse accommodation, either 
by the addition of sleeping galleries, or by the erection of sheds on the work- 
house ground, or by hiring additional buildings. With the exception, however, 
of Unions including large towns, the Commissioners have in very few instances 
suggested the providing additional accommodation otherwise than by the addi- 
tion of sleeping galleries ; and, in fact, the leading motive of the Commissioners 
in their suggestions has been to guard against the evils which are likely to arise 
from admitting into a workhouse a greater number of inmates than is compatible 
with their health. 

The reason why the Commissioners have not taken steps on any large scale 
for urging the Guardians of Unions to x>rovide additional accommodation is, that 
the finances of the Unions would not bear a large increase in the expenditure. 

The Commissioners had occasion fully to consider this question when the Kil- 
keel Board of Guardians adopted the practice of giving meals in the workhouse 
to destitute persons who slept at their own homes. At that time the Commis- 
sioners received a valuable report from their Assistant-Commissioner, Mr. Senior, 
in which, amongst other objections to the practice, he adverted to the pecuniary 
difficulties which it would involve. He observed that it required fully six months 



to collect a rate, and that money could only be obtained durmg the four winter 
months, when the farmers dispose of their produce. He stated that it was abso- 
lutely impossible to collect money during the summer ; that by universal consent 
(contrary to the Commissioners’ regulations), all rates were now annual ; that they 
had nearly all been made, and part of them were in process of collection, and 
that to increase them could not be done, and would only produce confusion. He 
further stated that the estimates for the rates had usually been calculated on a 
larger number of inmates at an increased weekly cost, but still the calculation 
was a bare one ; that it was not to be forgotten that the calamity which had beg- 
gared the cottier had reduced the means of the small farmer, and that fully one- 
third of the rate would, on an average, be lost from that cause. And after en- 
tering into a few details, he added, that from his accurate knowledge of the 
pecuniary position of the different Unions, he had no hesitation in saying that 
there were only two or three Unions in his whole district, consisting of large 
towns, which could stand so large a drain on their funds. 

The above statement of Mr. Senior appeared to the Commissioners highly im- 
portant. The Commissioners had no doubt of its accuracy, for the Commissioners 
well knew that Mr. Senior had always directed his especial attention to the 
financial condition of the Unions in his district ; but his district includes all the 
Unions in the most wealthy and flourishing parts of the province of Ulster, a 
fortiori, therefore, his statement was still more decisive as to the general financial 
state of other Unions, and especially of the Unions in the provinces of Munster 
and Connaught, where the destitution of the population' K too™ i to be the 
greatest in consequence of the failure in the potato crop. On the whole, theie- 
fore, the Commissioners came to the conclusion that, except m huge towns, 
it would be imprudent in them to take steps which would involve Boards of 
Guardians in new expenses, and when from time to time they have repotted for 
his Excellency’s information the fact that the workhouse of aiiy particulai 
Union was full, they have considered that the duty of relieving the drahtute pool 
in the Union then devolved upon the Relief Committees which tod been esta- 
blished within it, under the instructions of Her Majesty s Government

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The Commissioners would further observe, that on the 10th of September 
last they issued a Circular (of which they enclose a copy) tb all the Unions m 
Ireland, in which, amongst other things, they urgently advised and called upon 
the Guardians to lease the estimates for their financial and other arrangements, 
on the assumption that the whole accommodation which the workhouse afforded 
would be placed in requisition during a considerable period, commencing irom 
the close of the present autumn; and they stated in the Circular that the means 
of relief placed at the disposal of the Guardians being limited, it would be a 
source of satisfaction afterwards, both to the public and to the Guardians them- 
selves, if nothing were left undone to make the utmost use of those means, as 
far as might be found necessary, especially in the relief of the primary objects 
of the Irish Poor Law, viz., aged, infirm, or otherwise disabled persons, to 
whose relief the recent measures of Parliament enacted for the employment of 
labour applied only in an indirect manner, and who might, therefore, be ex- 
pected to form the class most liable to destitution, in consequence of the present 
calamity. 

The Commissioners have only to add, that the workhouses appear to have 
afforded material relief to the destitute during the present emergency ; that 
since the harvest the number of inmates has increased weekly ; and that during 
the week ended the 5th instant, the total number was 88,206, being 48,968 
more than in the corresponding week of the present year. 

2. With regard to the future, the Commissioners do not contemplate the 
departing materially from the line of conduct which they have hitherto 
followed, unless it should be the wish of Her Majesty’s Government that a 
different course should be pursued. In the latter case, the Commissioners will 
most readily act upon the views of the Government, and will adopt any 
measures authorized by the law which Her Majesty’s advisers might recom- 
mend. 

3. In reference to the question of what measures the Commissioners consider 
it advisable to adopt to meet the increasing demands for relief which so many 
Unions are unable to afford, the Commissioners desire to state their opinion, 
that when the workhouse is full, relief to the aged and infirm in the district 
should be systematically and carefully administered by Relief Committees, in 
accordance with the Instructions of Government. It is to be observed, that as 
every Relief Committee in such a case will now receive a grant from the 
Treasury exactly proportioned to the amouut of its local subscriptions, it is 
to be hoped that sufficient funds for the relief of the destitute may be raised in 
this manner in many parts of the country. At the same time, as the grants 
will be dependent on local subscriptions, the subscribers will have a local pecu- 
niary-interest in checking abuses, and thus there will be some guarantee 
(however inadequate) that the money will not be wasted. 

The Commissioners are not prepared to suggest any other way in which it 
would be desirable for the Government, except in very special cases, to give 
assistance from the public purse for the relief of the impotent poor in Ireland 
who cannot be relieved in the workhouses ; but they are desirous of taking 
this opportunity of mentioning a way in which the Commissioners might in 
some instances be enabled to prevent formal applications from Boards of 
Guardians to Government for loans, and might be in a position to urge upon 
Guardians the propriety of providing additional workhouse accommodation. 

According to the existing law, it is illegal for the Guardians to pay interest 
out of the poor-rates for money which they may borrow in order to defray 
their current expenses. The consequence of this is, that the auditor is bound to 
disallow in the accounts all charges for such interest. 

Now the Commissioners are convinced that this state of the law is founded 
upon wise principles, but still it is likely occasionally to be embarrassing during 
the present emergency. A Union which may be unable to defray its current 
expenses during the present year might be able next year to bear double the 
usual amount of rates, and thus, if allowed to borrow money, might now 
maintain wholly from local funds a certain number of destitute persons who 
otherwise will be supported partly by local subscriptions, and partly by Govern- 
ment grants. 

The legal power of charging the interest on the poor-rates might be con- 
ferred on Boards of Guardians for the next eight months by a special Act of 
Parliament ; but the inconvenience of such an Act would be, that it would

induce some Boards of Guardians to relax their exertions in obtaining rates 
which, by activity and perseverance, might be collected during the present 
distress. 

The safest plan which occurs to the Commissioners is, that in cases wherein 
the Commissioners have decided reason to believe that a Board of Guardians 
cannot go on without external assistance, it should be suggested to the Guardians 
to borrow money from their treasurer, with the assurance that the interest of 
such money for a given period (say a year at farthest) will be paid from some 
other source than the Union Funds. 

The Commissioners confine this suggestion to the case of money borrowed 
from the treasurer, because as all the Union Funds pass through his hands, he 
will undoubtedly be able to repay himself, and thus no difficulty or public 
discussion could arise from a default of the Guardians in discharging the 
original debt. . . . . , 

In conclusion, the Commissioners deem it right to state, that while the course 
above su"°-ested will, if it induces the treasurers of Unions to lend money to 
Boards of Guardians, be by far the most economical manner in which Govern- 
ment could interfere for the relief of the impotent poor ; yet it is possible that 
cases may occur in which the treasurers, notwithstanding the guarantee of the 
payment of interest, will be unable or unwilling to advance money to Boards 
of Guardians.

nicle,” on the state of the Irish savings’ hanks, which, probably, produced^ con- 
siderable impression on the public mind. One of these articles in particular, 
which displayed remarkable ability, and was written, I have no doubt, in good 
faith, according to the knowledge of the writer, seemed to treat the increase in 
the deposits as a proof of successful swindling, on the part of the Irish people, 
during the past year. 

I well know, however, the thorough fallacy of the assumption on which the 
article was based, and could not but deplore the mischief which such views were 
likely to occasion. Now, it would be a serious misfortune if Her Majesty’s 
Government, amidst the multiplicity of subjects which are likely to occupy 
their attention, were led to suppose that those views rested on a foundation of 
truth. I, therefore, am anxious to say a few words on the subject. 

So far from its being necessarily true that an increase in the deposits of 
savings’ banks negatives accounts of distress in a district, the direct reverse may 
be the case, and the increase of deposits may he a symptom that severe distress 
exists and is apprehended. 

This arises from the following circumstances. When times begin to he had, 
as it is called, the deposits may increase in the following ways : — •• 

1. Individuals in employment, who had been thoughtless previously, and did 
not save money at all, may become depositors for the first time. 

2. Individuals in employment, who previously were depositors, may increase 
their deposits. 

3. Thrifty individuals, who otherwise would have invested their little savings 
in small speculations, feel an uncertainty as to the probable return, and have 
recourse to savings’ banks, because the interest given by them for deposits is 
certain. 

4. Individuals of a higher class than those who previously made use of 
savings’ banks (say, for example, employers of labour) cease to employ 
labourers and become depositors. 

It is true that some individuals in distress may withdraw their deposits ; hut 
this may be far more than compensated by the increase, owing to the above 
causes : just as a calamitous fire, even when the property burnt has been insured, 
may be a source of gain to the insurance office of a district. 

It is by no means intended, by the above remarks, to assert that increase in the 
deposits in savings’ banks may not arise from the prosperity of a district, or that 
long-continued distress may not occasion an absolute decrease. The object is 
merely to show that such increase may likewise arise from distress, so that no 
inference can be safely drawn, either one way or the other, from the mere fact 
of the increase. 

In order to be justified in drawing any inference, it is requisite to make a 
special study of all the circumstances, and to ascertain not only the classes of 
persons who deposited the money but likewise their motives. 

* I will add, that if, since the harvest of 1845, (up to which period the physical 
property of Ireland seemed to be gradually, although slowly advancing,) there 
has been distress in this country, an increase in the deposits of savings’ banks is 
precisely what might have been anticipated.

By this means it has 
occurred to Sir George Grey, that the object of the Edenderry Board of Guardians 
might perhaps, in some degree, be effected, and their agency be made available 
in connexion with that of Relief Committees, or of private charity, in affording 
more extensive relief to the destitute than could be otherwise provided. 

Sir George Grey presumes that the workhouse of the Edenderry Union .is full, 
and that the main and direct object to which the poor-rate ought to be applied, 
is provided for by the Board of Guardians in that Union.

I am directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to acknowledge the 
receipt of the letter of Secretary Sir George Grey, of the 2nd instant, respecting 
Edenderry Union, and in reference thereto I have to forward for his information 
a copy of the whole correspondence of the Commissioners with the Edenderry 
Board of Guardians on the subject to which his letter refers. 

The Commissioners desire to state that they are ready and willing to co-operate 
with the Board of Guardians of the Edenderry Union in every manner consistent 
with the law, and the Commissioners, in their letter of the 1st instant to the 
Board of Guardians, have suggested to them two modes sanctioned by the Irish 
Poor Relief Acts, by which the Guardians can give extended relief to the des- 
titute poor. 

The Commissioners have to remark, however, that the case of Edenderry 
Uni6n, is by no means urgent, as their workhouse on the 2nd instant had vacant 
space for 101 inmates. 

In reference to the plan of modified out-relief, in electoral divisions sug- 
gested for consideration by Sir George Grey, the Commissioners have to state, 
that however worthy of attention it might be in a different state of the law, and 
with a different machinery, and with the finances of the Union in a condition 
to bear the additional expense, the Commissioners have reason to believe it 
would be illegal under the existing law. On this head they forward for his 
perusal the opinion of Mr. Henn, Queen’s Counsel, in reference to a practice 
similar in principle adopted and persisted in contrary to the remonstrances of 
the Commissioners by the Kilkenny Board of Guardians. 

The Commissioners will add as a material difficulty in the way of adopting 
such a plan if it were legal, and the funds of the Unions in Ireland during the 
present year could bear it, that the management of the soup-kitchens in each 
electoral division would practically fall under the exclusive management of 
the Guardians of such division. 

The Commissioners arrive at this conclusion from being aware that in many 
instances Guardians object to the trouble of attending at the workhouse once 
a week, although the workhouse is generally situated near the chief market 
town of the Union. 

The Commissioners feel confident, therefore, that the Guardians would be 
very averse to visiting each other’s electoral divisions, and the control of the 
Guardians over each other at their general meetings would not be much more 
than nominal. 

Now the average number of electoral divisions in an Union is 15, and the 
average number of Guardians in each electoral division is less than two ; so 
that if a system of soup-kitchens in each electoral division were introduced, 
each would, on an average, be under the immediate superintendence of not more 
than two Guardians. 

The Commissioners believe that such a system would lead to abuse far worse 
than any which have been attributed to Relief Committees. It is essential to 
a sound administration of out-relief by Guardians that they should have paid 
^cevs under them, such as relieving officers in England, and that the granting 
of relief should depend not only nominally but really on a Board, as distin- 
guished from the individuals of a particular locality. Now, under the existing 
law, the Guardians are not authorized to appoint relieving officers. 

With regard to the financial difficulties comiected with any plan of out-relief 
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from the poor-rates during the present year, the Commissioners desire to call 
attention to the annexed letter of their Assistant-Commissioner, Mr. Senior, 
dated the 28th of last October, of which the Commissioners believe that Sir 
George Grey does not possess a complete copy. They likewise transmit to Sir 
George Grey a report, dated the 18th ultimo, written by their Assistants Com- 
missioner, Mr. Burke, on the same subject. 

The Commissioners coincide in opinion with Mr. Senior and Mr. Burke, and 
they entertain no doubt that, speaking generally, the finances of the Unions in 
Ireland would not bear the expenses of out-relief during the present year prior 
to the next harvest. 

Sir George Grey will, of course, be aware that it would be impossible to 
judge of the general effect of such a measure on the finances by its effect in a 
particular Union, which might be favourably circumstanced. 

The Commissioners do not deny that some Unions might support the expense, 
but the material question is, what would be the effect of out-relief at the present 
time on the finances of the great majority of Irish Unions ? On this point they 
refer to the Reports of Mr. Senior and Mr. Burke, as offering data which may 
contribute towards the formation of a correct opinion. 

Although oil the 2nd January the sum standing to the credit of Edenderry 
Union was only 1881. 7s. 11 d., the Board of Guardians on that day made a new 
rate, and there were arrears still uncollected of an old rate, so that the Commis- 
sioners do not anticipate pecuniary embarrassments in that Union, situated as it is 

on one of the least distressed districts in Ireland. , .... . 

The Commissioners, however, would observe, that the willingness and even 
eagerness of a Union to commence a system of out-relief is no guarantee that the 
funds of such Union will be sufficient to meet the expense. Thus Kilkenny 
Union, which sets the example of violating the existing law in this respect; 
applied a fortnight ago to the Commissioners for permission to borrowmoney at 
interest from their treasurer to defray their current expenses. The Commis- 
sioners were under the necessity of declining to sanction such an arrangement, as 
it would have been illegal. The Commissioners have Uunrae

The Poor Law Commissioners have had under their consideration the Resolutions passed 
at the meeting of the Board of Guardians of the Edenderry Union on the 19th instant, request- 
ing the Commissioners’ sanction of a system by which the poor-rates might be applied in 
affording relief by establishing houses for the sale of soup at a low price in the several elec- 
toral divisions of the Union. 

In reply, I am directed to state that the Commissioners are disposed to believe that the 
expedient suggested by the Guardians is well adapted to afford relief to the poor at the present 
season, and it appears to them that Relief Committees might very properly undertake to esta- 
blish such soup-kitchens in the several electoral divisions of the Union. 

The Commissioners, however, have no power under the provisions of the Irish Poor Relief 
Act to authorise the expenditure of any portion of the rates for such a purpose ; and by the 
52nd section of that Act they are precluded from sanctioning the expenditure of Union funds 
for any purpose not expressly provided for by the Act. 

The entire sum required for the 17 electoral divisions which the Edenderry Union contains 
would, according to the Guardians’ estimate, amount to but 4207. The Commissioners are 
informed that Her Majesty’s Government have announced their intention to give pecuniary 
assistance to Relief Committees in exact proportion to the local contributions. 

It would appear, therefore, that if a reasonable proportion of the sum above mentioned be 
contributed by the rate-payers of the Union, means will be afforded of carrying out their bene- 
volent intentions.

That the clerk be directed to write to the Poor Law Commissioners in reply to their letter 
of the 23rd December, which states that- by the 52nd section of the Poor Law Act, they are 
precluded from sanctioning the expenditure of Union funds for any purpose not expressly pro- 
vided by the Act, and refusing to sanction the expenditure of 5107. in the Union for the purpose 
of establishing soup-kitchens in each electoral division where food might be sold without loss 
to the funds of the Union. 

State that the Guardians are aware of the provisions of the Act of Parliament, but that they 
desire to call the attention of the Poor Law Commissioners to a plan which appears they also 
consider “ well adapted to afford relief to the poor at. the present season.” 

State that this Board expected the Poor Law Commissioners would apply to Her Majesty’s 
Government for authority to strain the law under the circumstances stated in the letter of the 
19th instant. 

That with regard to the suggestion of the Poor Law Commissioners to establish Relief 
Committees, refer the Commissioners to the Resolution of the Guardians of the 19th instant, 
which states that the greatest number of destitute poor is to be found on those properties where 
there is the least hope of obtaining funds by subscription, and that the plan suggested was 
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'ntended to meet that evil ; and that by placing the soup-kitchens under the supervision of the 
Guardians and Commissioners, some check might be afforded on the abuses which are said to

Opinion. 



1st. I think the policy of the Act (except in a few specially excepted cases) is to confine 
relief to the inmates of the poor-house, and it appears to me to be an evasion of the statute to 
receive persons into the establishment merely to receive a meal and be then discharged, if the 
entry of the names of these persons in the book be what is meant by their registration in this 
query. I think the application of the funds in affording such relief, after such registration, is 
an illegal application of the poor-rates, however desirable that such relief under existing cir- 
cumstances should be administered. 

2nd. I think he can. . ...... , 

3rd. I think they should be disallowed in any account in which credit is claimed tor them ; 
the Guardians, by whose orders the expenses have been incurred, are the persons who ought to 
be made liable, and if required to account under the 94th section, I presume these charges 
would appear in their accounts. The Guardians appear to have acted as if they considered the 
Commissioners’ chief objection to their proceedings to have been their debiting the Union at 
large instead of the electoral divisions. If the Commissioners disapprove of this mode of relief 
altogether, perhaps it would be right again to apprise the Guardians of the fact.

Out-Door Relief. 

Gentlemen, Newcastle, October 28, 1846. 

The extreme importance of the general policy of granting out-door relief in the form 
of one or two meals a-day to poor persons at the workhouse (not inmates), induces me to draw 
your attention to some facts connected with the subject. Without laying much stress upon the 
minor objections to this course, such as the possibility of riots, the difficulty of cooking the 
necessary food for large numbers, with the present limited staff of officers, and small kitchens, 
the risk of intercourse between the inmates and the out-door poor, and the spread of contagious 
diseases and the loss of workhouse property, &c. &c. 

I will confine myself to three main objections, first, the moral effect on the poor. 

2nd. The question as to its legality. 

3rd. The pecuniary difficulty of raising the necessary rates. To illustrate the first : — The 
Guardians of the Kilkeel Union, a respectable, intelligent body, and a very fair specimen of a 
country Union, have resolved to allow tickets to be distributed by the different Guardians each 
for his own division “ at the common cost of the divisions interested,’’ entitling the bearer to 
three-quarters of a pound of bread and one pint of soup. They have fixed no maximum as to 
the number to he relieved, agreed on no class to be excluded from its benefit. 

The farmer may and will grant tickets to his own cottiers, the labourer employed on Public 
Works under the Labour-rate Act, will send his children to be fed at the public cost, but the 
aged, infirm, and sick, who have the strongest claim on our sympathy, will be unable to walk 
a long distance to the workhouse, and therefore be excluded. 

A ny one who knows the lower classes in Ireland will agree with me, that this is in other 
words, feeding the whole body of the poor, in return for no work, subject to no test, with a 
better and more expensive description of food than they have ever been accustomed to at home 
in return for labour. 

2nd. As to the legality. The 41st clause of the Relief Act enables the Guardians to relieve 
and set to work therein destitute poor after the Commissioners shall have declared the work- 
house fit for the reception of the destitute, coupled with the words at the end of the clause giving 
a preference " of admission ” to the resident over the non-resident if there shall not be sufficient 
" accommodation ” for all who may apply. The form of registry prescribed by the Act for 
persons “ admitted into ” the workhouse, leave, I think, no doubt, that relief given to persons 
not admitted is illegal. 

3rd. As to the pecuniary difficulty. It requires fully six months to collect a rate: money 
can only he obtained during the four winter months when the farmers dispose of their produce. 
It is absolutely impossible to collect money during the summer; by universal consent, (con- 
trary to the Commissioners’ Regulations,) all rates are now annual, they have nearly all been 
made and part of them in process of collection, to increase them could not be done, it would 
only produce confusion. The estimates for the rates have usually calculated on a larger 
number of inmates at an increased weekly cost, but still the calculation is a bare one. It must 
not he forgotten that the calamity which has beggared the cottier, has reduced the means of 
the small farmer, who must now eat instead of selling his corn crop. Fully one-third of the 
rate will, on an average, be lost from this cause. To illustrate this by the Kilkeel case, the 
1118 Umon for the last year was in round numbers 10007., and the new rate was 
12007., assuming it all to be collected instead of only two-thirds, hut. the Guardians owed a 
debt of upwards of 1007., consequently, the margin is just 1007. to meet a double number in 
the house at an increase expense of half for food alone. 

Still, by running into debt with the contractors, they might possibly hold on. If they con- 
tinue their out-door relief, they will be obliged from absolute want of funds to close their house, 
and turn out their inmates about March or April, just as the real season of famine com- 
mences. 
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From my accurate knowledge of the pecuniary position of the different Unions, I have no 
hesitation in saying that there are only two or three Unions in my whole district consisting of 
large towns which could stand so large a drain on their funds. The collection of the poor-rate 
has, after a painful struggle, at length been established, and the measure is slowly working its 
way. To attempt at this moment with double expenditure, and crippled means, the far more 
extensive experiment of out-door relief, must end in the total failure of the law.

Prevailing Distress. 

Gentlemen, Bandon, December 18, 1846. 

I very much fear that great difficulty, not from indisposition but from inability to pay, 
will be felt in the collection of the poor-rate in some of the Unions in which the greatest dis- 
tress now prevails ; the increased numbers and increased cost of support will add considerably 
to the usual expenditure, and in such Unions as Skibbereen, Bantry, Kanturk, Cahirciveen, 
and Kenmarc, a want of sufficient means for the support of the workhouse will be the conse- 
quence. The affording additional relief beyond what the workhouse can afford will rapidly 
exhaust the funds, and the estimate calculated for a year or six months will not hold good for 
half the time, the consequence toill be that where the Guardians find themselves without means 
of carrying on the establishment, they will throw up their offices and make an effort to cast 
the responsibility on the Government.

together with a copy of the reply of the Poor Law Commissioners to the first 
resolution. 

Sir George Grey’s former communications will have placed the Commissioners 
in possession of his general opinion as to the course which ought to be taken under 
existing circumstances, with a view to render the present Poor Law in Ireland 
as available as it can possibly be made for the relief of the severe distress which 
is unhappily so prevalent ; and I am to express Sir George Grey’s full concurrence 
in the tenor of the answer addressed by the Commissioners to the resolution of 
the Board of Guardians of the Ballinrobe Union passed on the 3 1 st ultimo. 

After making every allowance for the difficulties which undoubtedly must be 
experienced in collecting the whole of the rate outstanding in many Unions in 
Ireland at the present time, Sir George Grey could on no account acquiesce in the 
abandonment of all attempt to collect the rate from parties whose inability to 
pay has not been clearly ascertained. That there are parties even in the Ballin- 
robe Union whose non-payment of the rate does not arise from inability, is to be 
inferred, both from the terms of the resolution of the Board of Guardians and 
from the answer of the Commissioners. 

Sir George Grey is, therefore, of opinion, that the Guardians cannot be too 
strongly urged to take such measures as the law has provided for compelling the 
payment of the rate in all cases in which there is no reason to believe that the party 
liable is actually unable, owing to the pressure arising from the existing circum- 
stances of the country, to pay it. They should be informed that it is impossible 
for them to remove from themselves to the Government, as they state their 
intention to do in their first resolution, “ the responsibility of life and death,” the 
law having imposed on them obligations which they are bound to fulfil. 

Sir George Grey fully admits that a crisis has arrived in Ireland beyond the 
powers vested by the present law in Boards of Guardians to meet, and that other 
measures are necessary, in addition to those which can be taken by such Boards 
for the relief of the prevailing destitution. Such measures are being extensively 
adopted by the Government, but it is important to impress upon the Boards of 
Guardians that the measures which can be taken by the Government are not 
intended to supersede all the ordinary means of relief, but only to supply their 
deficiency, and that the exertions of the Government to mitigate the present 
calamity can only be effectual by their being seconded by the zealous aid and 
co-operation of all parties to whom the Government has a right to look for the 
discharge of the duties attaching to their position in the country. 

I am to add, that Sir George Grey presumes that the Poor Law Commissioners 
have communicated to his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant copies of the docu- 
ments, transmitted in your letter, in order that the attention of the officers 
employed by the Government, in connexion with Relief Committees in the 
county of Mayo, might be called to the state of the Ballinrobe Union, with a 
view to prevent, as far as possible, the increased suffering which must be oc- 
casioned in the event of the abandonment of their duty by the Board of 
Guardians.

I am happy to 
learn from a communication which I have received to-day from the Poor Law 
Commissioners, that a Resolution was adopted on the 14th instant by the Board 
of Guardians of a very different character from the previous ones, and I trust 
that the determination now evinced by the Guardians to discharge their duty 
will be fully carried into effect. 

The next case was that of the Cavan Union, in which temporary assistance was 
asked for from the Government, until the collection of the new rate which had 
been struck could be commenced. The Resolution of the Board of Guardians 
of this Union was transmitted to me in your Excellency’s private letter of the 
13th instant, which I answered on the 15th. I have since received from the 
Poor Law Commissioners extracts from Minutes of Proceedings of the Guar- 
dians of the Westport Union, at a meeting held on the 13th instant, relative to 
the embarrassed state of their funds. As these documents have either been 
already submitted to your Excellency, or can be called for by you, I need not 
advert more particularly to their contents ; but I wish to state the course which 
Her Majesty’s Government think ought to be taken with regard to cases of this 
nature. Your Excellency is aware that I have felt the danger of admitting too 
readily the plea of inability to collect or make a rate. I have feared that if, on 
mere allegations of such inability, advances of money were to be made from the 
Public Treasury, the collection of rates for the relief of the poor would cease in 
most of the Unions of Ireland. I am not insensible to the difficulty which 
Boards of Guardians have to contend with under present circumstances ; but I 
‘have seen nothing to convince me, in any of the cases which have come before 
;me, that there are not many parties from whom the rate may not be collected 
if proper measures are taken for this purpose. I have therefore felt it my 
■duty to recommend that Boards of Guardians should be urged to take those 
measures which the law has provided for compelling the payment of the rate 
in all cases in which there was no reason to believe that the party liable to it 
was really unable to pay. I am happy to find, that in the case of Ballinrobe, 
this course has been attended with success. It may, however, happen that either 
from the real pressure of circumstances or from the default of Boards of 
Guardians, the means of providing for the poor in a workhouse may fail, and 
Her Majesty’s Government are of opinion that, in any case in which you are 
convinced that such an extreme emergency is likely to arise, immediate mea- 
sures should be taken for supplying food for the temporary subsistence of the 
inmates of such workhouse, the price of such food being considered as an ad- 
vance from the Government, to be repaid out of the future rates. In order to 
avoid delay in any instance of this kind, I have to suggest that your Excellency 
should desire that the Poor Law Commissioners should at once lay before you 
the particulars of any case "which they consider to be of an urgent nature, and 
that your Excellency, if you think it necessary, should authorize Sir R. Routh to 
make immediate provision with regard to it in the manner which I have 
pointed out.

Ballinrobe Union. 

Gentlemen, . . . January 14. 1847. 

In reply to your letter of the 13th instant, received by me this day after attending a 
Board of Guardians at a quarter past five o’clock, I have the honour to state, in reference to 
the Unions comprised in the county of Mayo, viz.. Swine ford, Ballinrobe, Ballina, Westport, 
and Castlebar, as follows: 1st, Swineford. There were 719 inmates in this workhouse on the 
week ending the 9th of January ; and the doors of the house were thronged the evening of 
Tuesday the 5th by applicants for admission, who, for want of accommodation, could not be 
admitted, although known to be in an actual state of starvation. The credit of this establish- 
ment has failed, and the supplies of the house (owing to the impossibility of obtaining credit) for 
the previous three or four weeks had to be obtained through the generosity of the chairman, 

G V. Jackson, and some of the other members of the Board of Guardians, the sums paid in 
weekly by the collectors being inadequate, the current expenditure averaging 70 1. per week. 

Of the rate made in December, 1843, amount 19I5Z. 5s. 4 d., 34 71. 19s. 10tf. remains uncol- 
lected : this, I think, may be considered as lost, and not recoverable. Of the last rate made in 
May 1846, amount 1915Z. 5s. 4 cl., there has been 742 1. odd collected, leaving 1 1 721. odd 
uncollected; deducting from this sum 600Z. of checks of the Union remaining unpaid, which 
were issued’beyond the receipts, it would leave only 572 Z. odd available (supposing the whole 
to be collected) of the present rate for the support of the workhouse, which, according to the 
present average weekly expenditure, would not be sufficient for more than five or six weeks;

I was unable to attend this Board of Guardians on last Wednesday, as I had intended; I 
mil go there to-morrow or next week ; and not having any papers on the Union with me, I 
am unable to afford any accurate detailed information on the case, and can do little more than 
refer to the minutes and papers, and my previous communications on the Union, especially to 
my Report of the 5th of October last, in reference to a letter of the Marquis of Sligo. 

This workhouse is not yet full, unless it was filled on the last day of the meeting of the 
Guardians. There was some delay in the admissions lately, owing to the want of clothes and 
bedding, which the Guardians have since, I believe, procured ; but I should think that in a 
week ot two more it will be full. The late rate has been nearly all collected, and absorbed ; 
but the Union is not much in debt, and the Guardians have lately determined on striking a 
new rate (see Minutes of the 6th instant). I do not doubt but that if proper steps are taken 
to collect the rate, funds sufficient can be obtained from those able to pay to support the 
workhouse. This may press heavily on immediate lessors, by whom the greater portion of the 
rate is payable ; but I look upon the proper support of the poor-house as the/rsi claim, and I 
think rates could and ought to be collected for its support. 

Castlebar Union. 

The Commissioners are aware that I am to attend at this workhouse on Saturday next; and 
my reports of the 14th and 27th ultimo contain all the information I am at present in posses- 
sion of as to this Union; and I beg to refer the Commissioners to these reports and to my 
observations on the minutes of the Board of Guardians. 



Ballinrobe Union. 

On Saturday, the 9th instant, there were 712 inmates in this wovkhouse, and, at least, as I 
am informed, 100 more applicants, that could not be admitted for want of bedding and 
clothes and means to procure provisions. The credit of this Union has wholly failed, and it is 
in a bankrupt state. There are no contractors. None, from the want of credit of the Board 
of Guardians, could be obtained ; and every shilling of the rate, as it comes in, is obliged (by 
an arrangement with the treasurer, to cash in the firs' instance, the checks given to the clerk 
for provisions and fuel) to be spent in supplying meal, milk, bread, and beef. The average 
amount of the rate collected weekly for the last seven or eight weeks has been about 50?. per 
week, and even this has not been adequate to supply provisions; and two merchants were got, 
with great difficulty, to give a 100?. worth of meal, for which they have not been paid. There 
has been no funds to supply the requirements of clothes, bedding, &c., caused by the increased 
number of admissions; and the clothes and bedding, originally provided for about 400 or 500, 
has been all that is available, and numbers of the inmates are without Union clothes, and have 
no proper supply of bedding. 

Of the rate struck in February, 1845, amounting to 2,150?., there was due, when the last 
rate was made, August, 1846, about 600?. ; and of the rate struck in August, 1846, amounting 
to 3,700?. (including the arrears of the former rate, 600?.), there is still uncollected 3,000?. ; 
of this sum T fear that not more than about 1,500?. or 1,600?. can be collected, and to collect, 
this would require the most active exertions of the Board of Guardians and the rate collectors, 
although a large amount of it is due by immediate lessors, and persons valued at and over 10?. 
per annum. 

The average expenditure of the workhouse is now upwards of 70?. per week for provisions. 
The Guardians framed resolutions this day as to the striking of a new rate, and as to taking 
steps to collect the arrears, for which see Minutes of this day, herewith forwarded. The 
amount of debts due by this Union (exclusive of the building loan) is about 1,800?.. the trea- 
surer is owed 500?., and the remainder is due to former contractors and others; and there is at 
present an execution in the workhouse for 160?., due to Mr. Harton, the valuator of the Union. 
If the collectable portion of the arrears is not speedily collected, and a new rate struck, (which I 
anticipate great difficulty in getting the Guardians to do,) the inmates must starve in the work- 
house, or be turned out. The Guardians were this day obliged, for want of clothes and bedding, 
on the statement of the medical officer, to refuse admission to any applicants, although there 
were 171 of the most destitute objects applying for relief — see Minutes of this day. It would 
take at least 400?. to make good the necessary supply of clothes and bedding for the full num- 
ber ol inmates that this workhouse could contain. The Minutes, together with the other 
papers and communications as to this Union, will afford the Commissioners further informa- 
tion on this case. I purpose attending a Committee of the Board of Guardians on to-morrow 
to inspect the rate collector s books, and to advise as to the best steps for enforcing the collec- 
tion of the rate now due. I also purpese attending the Board of Guardians on this day-week, 
to urge the striking of a new rate. 

Gentlemen, I did not receive your letter of the 13th, yesterday’s date, until this day, at 
quarter past 5 o clock, (I was travelling and attending the Board of Guardians from before 8 
of this morning to a quarter past 5 of this evening,) on my return from the Board of Guardians. 
1 could not have received until 3 o’clock, as the post was not delivered here until that hour, 
and the Dublin post leaves this on to-morrow (Friday) at half-past 9 o’clock in the morning; 
and I have to express my regret that the Commissioners were not able to afford me fuvrher 
bme for so important a report, one requiring so much consideration and reference to papers : 
1, however, hope what I have written may afford the Commissioners some of the information 
they require. I will feel obliged by a copy of this report being sent to me.

Read letter from Poor Law Commissioners, dated 2nd January, 1847, No. 24,771, 

D 45, calling the Guardians’ attention to their letter of the 19th ultimo on the subject of pro- 
viding increased accommodation for the destitute poor persons who continue to apply for 
admission into the workhouse. . . _ . . 

In reply to a letter from the Poor Law Commissioners, calling upon the Lomnussioners to 
supply further accommodation for the increase of paupers in the workhouse, 

Proposed by George V. Jackson, Esq.,, seconded by Thomas J ones, Esq., — 

That from the banki-upt state of the Union, owing as we do more than 20007. to contractors, 
it is quite impossible for us to think for one moment of complying with the request; and 
furthermore we are unanimously of opinion that we must immediately close the workhouse, and 
turn out its inmates, unless we immediately get funds from the Government by way of loan. 

Resolved, —That we request the Chairman to write by to-morrow’s post to the Chief Secre- 
tary putting him in possession of the deplorable state of the Union arising from the unforeseen 
calamity that afflicts the country. We have left no exertion untried, to carry out the law ; but 
the non-payment in several cases prevent the payment of the rate ; in others, the dearness of 
food would consume all the means of many persons hitherto independent. We are now brought 
to a position when we can no longer keep the house open, unless money is advanced on the 

credit of the rate. . „ 

Copy of Mr. Otways Observations on foregoing. 

I cannot suppose that a Union, comprising so rich a portion ot the county of Mayo, of so 
lar^e extent and of so great annual value, should not be able to support the poor m its work- 
house as Ion* as there is property to he rated that can without difficulty, let alone absorption, 
uav the rate'; and as long as rates are due hj those who are clearly able to pay rates, it appears 
to me unjust and absurd to call on Government for loans to support the workhouses ; this 
county must be forced to see that at least It must support its own poor in the Union workhouses. 

I have over and over again expressed my views on this sufyect. All the rates that can be 
collected, by every means at the disposal of the Guardians, from those who are able tc .pay, 
should be collected, and then new rates should be struck. It is a different case with Unions 
where the value of the property to be rated is so small that the rate required would.absork i it, 
or while relieving destitution on one hand cause it on the other ; but this is Mf the case here.

He also reported that he required for the paupers now in the establishment. 100 suits of 
clothes for women, 100 for boys, and about 60 for girls ; and for want of those clothes the 
paupers have to be kept in the probationary wards and idiot cells. 

Observations of Mr. Otway, Assistant Commissioner. 

B. I did all I could to get a supply of the necessary clothing on the 19th ultimo, but 

without effect; — see my observations as to this; and 1 know not how clothing can be got until 
funds are collected. The Guardians have and can get no credit. 

D. This cannot be defrayed out of the rates, and the Guardians should be informed also, 

that if the destitute individuals alluded to should have been admitted without reference to 
where they belonged — to refer to circular on this subject. 

E. — The amount «f rate collected is extremely small. Surely the rate of the extensive imme- 
diate lessors ought to have been collected, and would have amounted to much more than appears 
to have been collected. I think it would be advisable for the Commissioners to write to Mr. 
Bower, the rate collector — pointing out the state of the finances, and the embarrassments of the 
Board of Guardians for want of funds — the small amount of rate collected by him, stating that 
every necessary assistance, on proper application, would be afforded him if there was any resist- 
ance to the payment of the rate, and requiring explanation as to the causes which impeded his 
lodgment of a larger amount of rate. 

¥. — This is comparatively a very rich Union; rich land in it, a number of resident gentry, 
and large occupiers of rich grazing and tillage land, who aould easily pay their rates if they 
were inclined. The rates should at once be enforced, and the rate-payers made to see that it 
must be paid. The Board of Guardians, rate-collector, and resident magistrate in Ballinrobe 
should be communicated with and instructed on this subject. 



Ballinrobe Union: — Copy of a Resolution passed at the Meeting of the Board on the 
7th January, 1847. 

Resolved : — That having fully considered the reply of the Commissioners to our Resolution of 
the 31st ultimo, stating our utter inability to meet the crisis that has arisen in the circumstances 
of the Union and workhouse, that we can now but express our regret at the purport of that 
reply, and reiterate the facts before put forward, aud that it is entirely out of our power to meet 
them beyond Thursday next. That having done all in our power, as will appear by the 
minutes of our books, to levy the existing rate of 3,100?., of which not one-fourth is yet col- 
lected, or the slightest chance of one-half being collected in these times, it would be both 
injudicious and unjust to impose another rate, even if the Board of Guardians, in a strained 
exercise of what is pointed out as their duty, should be ready to impose it ; and that such an 
act, instead of assisting, would defeat the object in view. That all the Board of Guardians 
seek, is such a loan, to be charged on the Union, that will meet the emergency, which has been 
entirely brought on by adopting the (no doubt well-intended directions of the Commissioners, 
in admitting, as we have done, about 400 additional paupers, without any means, or prospect 
of means, of supporting them, thereby shewing our willingness and anxiety to carry out the law, 
even against our own opinion. We feel we have no choice, but to act as we have warned the 
Commissioners, who brought us into this dilemma, and consequently, should get us out of it. 

The question is one that cannot be avoided. After Thursday next, the paupers must starve, 
or leave the workhouse.

Observations of Mr, Otway, Assistant Commissioner, thereon. 

It cannot be denied or doubted but that a large portion of the rate due is due by parties 
that are able to pay. Mr. Browne, the rate-collector, in his letter to the Commissioners, men- 
tioned rate as due by Mr. R. L. Blosse, and Mr. C. Kenny, parish priest (who lives in the town of 
Ballinrobe). While rates are due by parties who are able to pay, and that there is ample 
property to be rated, I caunot recommend a grant or loan to be advanced by Government : to 
force the Government to make an advance of money appears the object. If the Guardians allow 
the poor to be turned out for want of means to support them in the workhouse, on the Guardians 
must rest the responsibility and criminality of such an act, and its frightful consequences ; and 
I would at once distinctly inform them that if- such a result took place, that the Commissioners 
would use the powers given lo them to remove the present Board of Guardians, and take imme- 
diate steps to have Guardians appointed who would effectually carry the law into operation. The 
attempt to throw the onus of the dilemma, as the Guardians call it, on the Commissioners, is 
so mamlest ly unfair and inconsistent with the clear facts of the case, that it is undeserving of 
notice. I am on my way to Ballinrobe, and I will do all L can to prevent the poor being turned 
out, and to urge the rate-collectors and the Guardians to take the most active steps to collect 
the rate. r

Resolved : — That Mr. Bowen is hereby requested to attend at the Board-room here to-morrow 
at 12 o’clock with his collecting books and block receipt books, in order to afford the Assistant- 
Commissioner and the following gentlemen — Mr. A. Walsh, Mr. W. Burke, and Mr. Tighe — 
an opportunity of advising as to the best steps to be taken to ensure the immediate payment of 
the rate by such parties as now appear in arrear, and for the purposes mentioned in the reso- 
lution of the Board in last day’s meeting. 

Resolved : — That after a careful examination of the state of the finances of the Union, and of 
upwards of 700 paupers now in the workhouse, it is our decided opinion that a new rate should 
be at once struck to provide funds to take the Union out of its present of bankruptcy, and that 
a sum equal to 1 j. in the pound in the valuation of the Union will be necessary to pay our 
debts, provide clothing, &c., and meet the current expenses of the house for the next six months. 
We consider such a step, together with the immediate enforcement of the arrears of rate by 
every means in our power, the only one which would enable us, with any chance of success, to 
apply to the Government for a loan, and our clerk is hereby directed to send a copy of this Reso- 
lution to each of the Guardians, and request their attendance here on this day week to carry 
the same into effect.

The Poor Law Commissioners have had under their consideration the Resolution 
passed at the meeting of the Guardians of the Ballinrobe Union on the 7th instant, on the sub- 
ject of the difficulties under which the Guardians labour for the supply of the provisions and 
necessaries required for the support’of the destitute poor persons in the workhouse in consequence 
of the embarrassed state of the Union funds, and stating that after Thursday next the paupers 
must starve or leave the workhouse. 

In reference thereto, I am directed to state that the Commissioners have reason to believe 
that a large portion of the arrears of rate due in the Union is due by parties who are able to 
pay the amount. „ . 

The Commissioners further see no reason to doubt that there is sufficient rateable property 
in the Union upon which to raise whatever rates can be reasonably required under the existing 
law for the relief of the poor therein during the present emergency. 

If the Board of Guardians allow the poor to be turned out from want of means to support 
them in the workhouse, the Commissioners havo only to add that the responsibility and crimi- 
nality of such an act, and the consequences which must result from it, will rest upon the Guar- 

If such a course be adopted, the Commissioners feel it their duty distinctly to inform the 
Guardians that they would be compelled to use the powers intrusted to them by the 26th section 
of the Irish Poor Relief Act, for the purpose of causing relief to be effectually admmisteied to 
the destitute poor in Ballinrobe Union, according to the intention of the Legislature.

I think a letter should be written to the Board of Guardians, pointing out the illegality and 
cruelty of the Guardians, abrogating their functions and closing the workhouse at a time when 
the relief the Legislature intended should be afforded by the Poor Relief Act is most required, 
and urging the Board to take immediate steps to collect the arrears, and strike a new and suf- 
ficient rate. I would also inform the Board of Guardians, that the Commissioners could not 
allow the workhouse to be closed at. such a time ; and that it would become their painful duty, 
if the Guardians persisted in refusing to admit the poor and strike a new rate, to exercise the 
powers intrusted to them by the provisions of the Poor Relief Act, for the adequate relief of the 
destitute poor in the workhouse.

I brought the subject of the Guardians’ refusal to admit more poor, and their resolution on 
the Minutes of the 24th ult., before the Board of Guardians this day, but without effect. I 
will make a special Report on this case.

Gentlemen, Rathmullen , Ramelton, Dec. 14, 1846. 

Finding by the Minutes of the Board of Guardians of the Castlebar Union of the 28th 
ult. and 5th inst., that the Board of Guardians still continue to refuse to admit the destitute 
poor into the workhouse, and to act on the Resolution passed at the meeting of the 24th of 
October last, I beg to inform you that I attended the meeting of the Guardians on the 21st ult., 
and used every exertion in my power to get the Board of Guardians to admit the destitute poor 
into the workhouse; and although the state of destitution of large numbers of the poor in this 
town and Union is extreme, and although cases of the most urgent distress besought admission, 
I was unable to succeed. 
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I urged active steps to be taken to collect the arrears of rate, and I was told that active steps 
could not now even be taken to collect rent. 

I stated the claims and rights of the starving poor to food and shelter in the almost empty 
workhouse (600 house with 135 in it). 

I urged the striking of a new and sufficient rate, and I was told that it could not be paid if 
struck, and that it would be unfair to those who had paid their rates to strike a new rate while 
considerable arrears of the present rate was due. 

I had hoped that the force of public opinion, if not the increasing inroads of famine, would 
have led the Board of Guardians, at a subsequent meeting, to admit the poor, and I implored 
of the Guardians to reconsider the subject. 

On the Minutes of the ‘21th of October being referred to me, I expressed, in the strongest 
terms, my opinion that the refusal of the Board of Guardians, at such a time, to admit more 
poor in the workhouse, was a cruel neglect of their highest duties, ( see Minutes of that date 
and my observations thereon) ; and I now beg to state my decided opinion, that the refusal of 
the'Board of Guardians to admit the destitute poor into the workhouse calls for the exercise of 
the powers conferred on the Commissioners by the 26th Section of the Poor Relief Act ; and I 
recommend that this Board of Guardians should be dissolved in case they do not at once admit 
the destitute poor (as far as there is room) into the workhouse, and adopt the means which the 
law has placed at their disposal, to raise funds for their maintenance and support therein.

Gentlemen, Enniskillen, December 27, 1846. 

In reference to the letter of the rate collectors of the 1 5th instant, referred to me on 
the 21st (24,992 herewith returned), I wish to state, for the information of the Commissioners, 
in addition to my Report of the 14th instant, that although the Castlebar workhouse has been 
open since August, 1842, that but two rates have been struck, one in October, 1842, amounting 
to 1 ,06 1 Z. (and the Commissioners will bear in mind that, the expenses of the Union since the 
commencement of the operations for bringing the law into effect was to be paid out of this,) 
the other in July, 1845, amounting to 3,262/., this last rate I had the greatest difficulty in 
getting struck, and it. was not until after repeated and urgent remonstrances on the part of the 
Commissioners and myself that it was struck. Although the Union had been in the greatest 
state of embarrassment fur want of funds, and the proper and economicel operation of the law 
impeded thereby, the first Board of Guardians I attended on getting charge of this Union, I 
had to combat propositions for turning out the few paupers that were in the workhouse ; and no 
distress from a potato failure, or other cause, was in existence then to afford an excuse for the 
non-striking or the non-payment of rates. . ir>nj e .u- _ • 

Of the rate struck in July, 1845, there is about 1,100/. due, and about 400/. of this sum is 
due bv the Castlebar electoral division. 

There is 400/. due, the treasurer (besides the 300/. borrowed from him under an order to- 
pay for the valuation). The abstracts of the accounts for the 29th of September last are not 
vet made out (that I am aware of), and the clerk informed me on the 21st ultimo, that there 
was about 2,000/. due to contractors and others up to that date; this must have increased since. 
The foregoing observations will show that the statement of the rate collectors as to the non- 
striking of frequent rates (as required), and its effects is correct, but I do not 
rate collectors’ excuse, as to the guardians and magistrates refusing o a , . .

The Poor Law Commissioners hare had under their consideration the minutes of 
proceedings of the Guardians of the Castlebar Union on the 19th ultimo, containing a valuable 
report from the medical officer of tile workhouse, in which he states his opinion that defects in 
the diet of the worlthonse inmates, as well as in warmth, and other arrangements of the work- 
house, are calculated not only to be detrimental to the health, hut, if continued, destructive to 
the lives of the inmates. „ , , ... 

The Commissioners do not find that the Board of Guardians made any order upon this 
Report (except so far as the notice served on the contractor for the supply of tori for the 
workhouse had reference to it) at their meeting on the 19th ult.mn, and it appears that there 
has been a failure on the part of the Guardians to form a Board either on tile 26th ultimo or 
the 2nd instant, the days on which the ordinary weekly meetings should have been held 

The Commissioners feel it their duty therefore to bring the subject ol the medical officers 
Report above referred to again under the special attention of the Board of Guardians of the 
Castlebar Union. , , . 

The Commissioners, in their letter of the 5th November last, urged upon the Guardians the 
impropriety of the course then proposed to be adopted, of reiusmg admission into the work- 
house to destitute poor persons applying for relief; and they regret now to have to draw 
the urgent and immediate attention of the Guardians not only to their failure effectually to 
administer the provisions of the Irish Poor Relief Act in this point of view in the Castlebar 
Union, but also to the neglect of the poor who have been admitted into the house, from which 
neglect the medical officer apprehends the most fatal consequences. 

The Commissioners are not unmindful of the difficulties experienced in the collection ot the 
rate in the Castlebar Union, and of the distress which prevails within it from the destruction of 
the potato crop, but it appears to the Commissioners that these difficulties were by no means 
insuperable, and that they might have been met by an energetic exercise of the ample powers 
which have been vested in the Board of Guardians by the Legislature. 

The Commissioners are deliberately of opinion that, at a trying period, the Board of 
Guardians of the Castlebar Union have abandoned their post, and neglected their duty ; and 
it is to the Commissioners a subject of concern and indignation to know that, in the midst of a 
public calamity, the Guardians have not only shut the door of their workhouse against the 
starving poor, but have likewise omitted to take proper steps to provide effectually for the food, 
fuel, and clothing of the comparatively few individuals who are already inmates of that 
establishment. 

The Commissioners now, for the last time, call upon the present Board of Guardians duly to 
discharge I heir duty according to the intentions of the Irish Poor Relief Act; and in the event 
of the continued default, of the Guardians, the Commissioners will be prepared, at a convenient 
period, to exercise, under the 26th Section of that Act, the extraordinary powers which have 
been vested in them by the Legislature.

Swineford Union. — Extract from Guardians’ Minutes of the 11th November, 1846. 

Resolved: — That having met this day, pursuant to adjournment, for the purpose of dis- 
posing of the number of applications for admission into the workhouse, which remained unde- 
cided on the book since yesterday, and finding that there are upwards of 100 paupers already 
in the house over the number which the house is calculated to contain, we therefore decline 
admitting any more, although there are more than 200 persons at the door seeking relief at 
this moment, and we beg to inform the Poor Law Commissioners, that unless a loan is given by 
the Government to meet the intense urgency of the ‘present moment., to be repaid by the rate 
at a future period, we will be reluctantly obliged to close the workhouse. 

Observations of Mr. Otway, Assistant Commissioner, thereon. 

I urged on the Guardians the necessity of hastening the collection of the rate on 
Tuesday, and directed their attention to the necessity that would shortly arise of striking a new 
rate, as the only means of providing for the support of the poor in the workhouse. I also had 
an interview with one of the principal rate collectors, and gave instructions to the clerk to urge 
on the collection, and I have every reason to hope that the money coming in of the present 
rate will support the full number that the house can contain for two or three months ; and I 
do not. anticipate any danger while the present rate lasts ; the great danger will be in the diffi- 
culty of getting another rate struck and collected, owing to the impoverished state of the rate- 
payers. 



Swineford Union. 

Gentlemen, Sallyshannon, December 5, 1846. 

In' reply to your letter of the 30th ultimo, received by me on the 2nd instant, I have 
to state that in my opinion all classes of rate-payers in the Swineford Union profess themselves 
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unable to pay their poor-rates, and who, if they do not absolutely refuse to pay, delay so much 
"n doin'* so as to render the taking of compulsory measures against, them necessary ; of course 
there are exceptions, and some few extensive landowners, as immediate lessors, and large and 
respectable occupiers have paid, or will pay, their rates, at once ; but the great mass of the 
ratepayers are delaying to pay their rates on the ground of inability to pay. There are two 
classes of rate-payers in this Union from whom I apprehend great difficulty in obtaining rate 
from namely, the occupiers of small holdings, valued over 4?., and under Si, or 10Z. This 
class' are, I fear, in many instances, wholly unable to pay, owing to the failure of their potato 
crop and” the drain which the purchase of food at hign prices has caused on their resources, 
and every day they will become less and less able to pay, and although some of them might, 
if active compulsory measures were adopted, be able now to pay the present rate, I fear they 
would be wholly unable to pay the new rate that it will be necessary to strike in January or 

February next, even supposing tile present rate paid. 

The ot her class I allude to are the immediate lessors of small and embarrassed properties, or 
whom there is a larger number in this Union than in any other Union I am acquainted with. 

The occupiers rated at and over 10Z., from the high price of corn and all the other produce 
of their farms (even allowing for the destruction of their potato crop), and the immediate les- 
sors of the large estates are able to pay the _ rate, and if the hope and anxiety for Government 
loans (the worst feature of the present crisis) was decidedly cut off, and if the Board of 
Guardians and the collectors took the most active steps to enforce the collection of the rates, 
sufficient rates to support the workhouse with its full complement of inmates), without 
the aid of borrowed money, could be collected from this class of rate-payers.

I believe a large portion of the uncollected rate is 
if willing, to pay. All the powers (which are ample) given to the Guardians to entorc 
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pavment of the rates due should he used, and steps taken to strike a new rate. I will attend 
at Swineford on Tuesday, and confer with the Guardians as to the state of the Union, and 
advise as to what is best to be done, especially as to the best means to be adopted to enforce at 
once the payment of the rates due. I have already expressed my views as to the application 
for grants of money from the Government.

to inform you, that from notes taken by me at Westport on the 14th, from information fur- 
nished me by the clerk and master, it appears that out of the rate made on the 3rd of October, 
1845 amounting to 2424Z., that the sum of 1859Z. had been collected, and that there remained 
uncollected the sum of 5671 . ; that there was then the sum of 4L5Z. to the credit of the Union 
with the treasurer, and that there were no liabilities up to the 29th September, except what was 
due to the Public Work Loan Commissioners for the building loan, and the sum of 5751. due 
to a Mr. Gibbons for money he advanced to pay for the valuation ; this latter sum the 
Guardians, however, borrowed from Mr. Gibbons under the sanction of a sealed order of 
the Poor Law Commissioners, at, I believe, 5 per cent., and Mr. Gibbons is not anxious to have 
this sum paid in. I also found, from information supplied me by the master, that he had 
clothes in the store for 80’men beyond the number then in the workhouse, and clothes for 25 
women beyond the number in the house, and bedding and bed-clothes for 100 beyond the 
number in the house. _ . 

I would also beg to state, that from the irregularity of payments in this Union, and the 
large amount to the credit of the Guardians with the treasurer, that its credit is good, and 
that I do not anticipate any difficulty in getting contracts for any clothing materials, 
bedding, &c., that might he necessary, from an increased number of inmates in the work- 
house, and the Guardians getting credit, if necessary, for four or five months. 

Of the sum of 567Z. of the rate still uncollected, I believe a large portion of this is due by 
persons rated as the immediate lessors, of persons valuated at and under 4Z., and that if proper 
steps were taken the greater portion of this arrear might speedily be collected. 

On the whole, Gentlemen, it appears to me that there is no Union in the province where 
the present state of the finances are in so good a state, and where more reasonable expectations 
could be formed of the pressure on the workhouse being properly met ; at the same time I am 
aware of the danger to be anticipated on the collection of a new and sufficient rate, from the 
distressed state of the couutvy, and the great difficulty that I apprehend there will be in the col- 
lection of any rent or tax. A large, if not the largest portion, of the poor-rate is payable by 
immediate lessors, the greater portion of the occupiers being valued at and under 4Z. ; and of 
the immediate lessors, the Marquis of Sligo, is I believe, liable for the largest portion of rate ; 
hut from the way the lands have been set (townlands being formerly leased to one or two 
persons, who afterwards sub-let almost ad infinitum, and whose names are still kept on the agent’s 
books, although they may have long since ceased to exist as tenants of such holdings, and al- 
though the present tenants have for a considerable time been treated directly as tenants, and rent 
individually received from them), I fear there will be great difficulty in getting the rate from 
the persons rated as immediate lessors. 

In many of my Unions there is much greater difficulty in getting the rate from the persons 
rated as immediate lessors than from the occupiers valued over 4Z. ; and a great portion of the 
arrears of rate at present due on the Connaught portion of my district is due by immediate 
lessors.

Resolved , — That from the exhausted state of the finances, no more paupers be admitted for 
the present. 

Copy of Mr. Otway’s observations on the above. 

In no case should a Board of Guardians he allowed to persist in refusing to permit the destitute 
poor as long as there is room in the workhouse. I consider it a most cruel neglect of their 
most important duty at a time when a proper exercise of their powers to relieve the destitute 
in the workhouse is most required. I have already reported on the state of the finances of this 
Union. There is nothing to prevent a new and sufficient rate being immediately made, and 
until such would he in progress of collection, the money in hand, and the good credit of the 
Board, would enable the Guardians to provide for the support of the workhouse, with the full 
number of inmates that it can properly contain. I purpose being at "Westport on next 
Wednesday, the 18th, and I will state my views as above to the Board of Guardians, and 
if I am not able to succeed in getting the Guardians to alter tlieir determination, I will report 
the circumstances to the Commissioners, together with such observations as may appear 
necessary for their information.

I am directed, by the Poor Law Commissioners to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 13th instant, drawing their attention to certain resolutions passed at the meeting of 
the Guardians of the Westport Union on that' day, relating to the embarrassed state of the 
union funds, and have to express the Commissioners’ thanks for your communications. 

The Commissioners are deeply concerned at the destitution prevailing in the Westport 
Union, and at its pecuniary embarrassments ; but they trust that you will use all your exer- 
tions and your valuable influence to keep the workhouse open until some other old rate un- 
collected and of the new rate, which the Guardians, on the 6th instant, resolved to make, 
shall have been received by the Treasurer. 

If a personal guarantee is given to the Treasurer for the payment of interest for money ad- 
vanced, he will probably make a loan to the Guardians, being certain that the loan will be 
repaid to him, as all the union funds pass through his hands. 

The guarantee for interest only would not involve any great personal liability. The interest 
for 1000Z. even for a year, at 5 per cent., would not be more than 50Z., while 1.000Z. would 
maintain all the paupers at present in the workhouse for 18 weeks, estimating the total cost of 
each pauper in the workhouse at 2s. a-week for food and clothing ; as the number in the 
workhouse is only 541, and all of them, at the above_rate, could be maintained, for one week,

If the Guardians determine to carry any of the buildings into effect, two courses are then 
open, either of which may be adopted, as the Guardians may think fit. Either they may 
themselves obtain working drawings and specifications, and submit them to the Commis- 
sioners for approval, or the Commissioners, through their architect, will be prepared to 
furnish the Board of Guardians with the necessary working drawings and specification. 

The Commissioners have further to remark, that under the authority of the Commis- 
sioners, the Guardians can, for the above purpose, be empowered to borrow money on 
the security of the rates, payable by instalments, which may be spread over a period of 
twenty years • and the Commissioners will readily co-operate with the Guardians for this 

pu tC Commissioners will only add that in the above suggestions, the Commissioners do 
not wish to supersede or interfere with any arrangements which the Guardians have made, 
or which they may now propose to make, for providing additional accommodation by hiring 
a build in o' or buildings to be converted into a workhouse or workhouses, in accordance with 
the 35th°Section of the Irish Poor Relief Act. The hiring additional buildings maybe 
better adapted for meeting the immediate pressure of applications for relief, while the above 
suggestions could simultaneously be carried into execution with the least possible delay.

I forward herewith a letter dated the 14th iust., which I have this day received from 
Thomas Somerville, Esq., the chairman of the Board of Guardians of the Skibbereen Union, 
calling my attention to the resolution adopted at an extraordinary meeting of the Guardians 
on the 9th instant, of forwarding a memorial to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant on the 
present embarrassed state of the Union. I have read attentively the statements put forth in 
the memorial, which are, in my opinion, no way exaggerated ; and I see no prospect of the 
poor rates being collected in sufficient amount to meet the increased expenditure of the work- 
house

Sir, Brisbane, January 14, 1846. 

Ere this, I suppose, our resolutions respecting the Skibbereen poorhouse have reached 
you. You witnessed some of the wretchedness when last, at our workhouse ; it has gone on 
increasing, and disease and famine stalk abroad, and our ill-fated workhouse has, I may say, 
become a plague-spot ; our funds are exhausted, yet it is possible that they may receive some 
small addition to enable us to hold on a week or fortnight ; but this day found 84?. some 
shillings to our credit; our checks for oatmeal for the next week will have only a few pounds, 
and we owe our bread contractor close on 200?. 

I am aware there is no law to procure a loan ; but unless something is done for our relief 
we really must remain without the possibility of supplying food to the inmates of the work- 
house, for our collectors give us little hope of being able to collect from people on the verge of 
starvation. 

Perhaps, with your usual kindness and tact, you may be able to point out some mode of 
escape from our present unhappy position; at all events I wish you were with us.

Since I addressed to your Excellency my letter of tlie 18th instant, I have 
received from the Poor Law Commissioners, in Dublin, a letter, dated the the 16th, 
in which they transmit, for my information, a copy of a report which they have 
received from their Assistant Commissioner, Mr. Otway, on the state of the Ballina, 
Ballinrobe, Castlebar, Swineford, and Westport Unions, in the county of Mayo. I 
presume that this document has also been transmitted to your Excellency. 

A perusal of this report has strongly confirmed my previous opinion of the 
importance of urging on Boards of Guardians the duty of taking proper steps 
for collecting outstanding rates, where necessary, to enable them to provide for the 
destitute poor in the respective workhouses. The disposition to neglect this duty, 
and to throw the support of the poor from the fund, provided by law lor this purpose, 
imon the public treasury, must be firmly resisted. At the same time, such tern- 
norarv assistance as can be given by the Government to Boards of Guardians who 
are disposed to exert themselves in the discharge of their duty, under present cir- 
cumstances, ought not to be withheld. My letter of the 18th instant will have 
informed your Excellency of the manner in which, m urgent casas > the Govern- 
ment are of opinion that such assistance could be best afforded. On a perusal of 
the papers now before us, it appears, that in some workhouses there is a want of 
clothes and bedding, especially of the latter-; and that the relief capable of being 
afforded in the house is limited from this Cause: Under these circumstances, Her 
Majesty's Government are prepared to sanction supplies of clothes and bedding being 
furnished to the Boards of Guardians for the use of the inmates, m any such woik- 
house to a sufficient extent to meet the present emergency. A communication has 
been made on the subject to the Board of Ordnance.; and Mr. Booth, the clerk of 
sui-vev in Dublin, will be instructed to afford your Excellency every facility ' m 
his power for this purpose. Care must, of course, be taken that such supphes s a 
be actually appropriated to the purpose for which they me intended, and 
Boards of Guardians must be held responsible for their application.

Castlebar. Union. 

Gentlemen, Castlebar, January 17, 1847. 

In reference to the letter of the Rev. Richard Gibbons, P.P., Castlebar, to T. N. Red- 
in°ton. Esq., Under Secretaiy for Ireland, forwarded to me on the 14th instant, with a request 
that I should report as to it, I have the honour to inform you that I arrived in Castlebar late on 
the eve of the 15th instant; that I attended the Board of Guardians yesterday, and made in- 
quiries in reference to the state of the workhouse and the letter of the Rev. Mr. Gibbons, and 
I regret to have to report that the statements in Mr. Gibbons’s letter are true, and so far from 
being exaggerated, hardly come up to the facts of the case. 

Since the 21st of last November the paupers were left without any breakfast (the. master 
having no fuel to cook it), on three days, viz., the 1st of January and the 4th and 15th instant; 
but in all cases they get one meal. Lord Lucan, through his agent, supplied meal, but he did 
not supply bread since the 26th of December, and only now and then supplied turf, and the 
master did not get one-third as much turf as was required, and had to leave the paupers some 
days in bed for heat. There was no regularity as to meals, owing to the irregularity of the 
supplies, and the inmates were left without any meal on the 15th instant until half-past two 
o'clock. The coffin contractor would not supply coffins, money being due to him (for although 
he got checks, he could get. no money for them), and the master of the workhouse had, as he 
informs me, to advance money out of his own pocket to procure coffins to bury the dead in. I 
enclose you copies of the observations of the medical officer of the workhouse (in the Medical 
Return Book, Form 18), since he wrote the letter of the 19th of December, which was placed 
on the minutes, and which you are aware of. These observations will show you better thm 
any of mine could do the state of this workhouse, and the privations the inmates have suffered, 
and the consequences. Not only have the inmates had their meals of stirabout irregularly 
served, and been left without breakfast on some days, and on all days without a sufficiency ot 
fuel, but the sick in hospital, in their utmost need, have been left without the diet and necessa- 
ries prescribed for them by their medical attendant. , 

Since the 21st of November the inmates have been left solely dependent on the supphra 
sent in by the Earl of Lucan (the Guardians having no funds -refusing ^to strike a lat o , not 
taking steps to collect the arreare, and not even holding regular meetings).

It is needless, Gentlemen, to enlarge on such facts as these , a workhouse ^

where two-thirds of the rates due (amounting to 1,079/.) are due by immediate lessors, per-

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season ; and during this trying week the destitute inmates of this workhouse were without fuel 
there being scarcely as much turf as would prepare their food, which was thus supplied to 
them : they got their breakfast, such as it was, at or about two o’clock, and their dinner, such 
as it was, at about five o’clock, daily; from five o’clock in the evening to two o’clock the fol- 
lowing day, being 21 out of the 24 hours, they were left in their large, damp, and comfortless 
rooms, without fuel, without food, and without suitable clothing, weak from hunger, trembling 
from cold, and sick from both. 

Already the effects of these privations are beginning to show themselves, as may be seen by 
reference to the weekly medical returns, and it requires no great professional sagacity to fore- 
see that if the present mode of treating these wretched human beings be not speedily altered, 
disease to a frightful extent will be engendered, which their sapless frames can but feebly 
resist, and which, if not timely averted, may end in some weekly returns of fearful mortality.

The Poor Law Commissioners have had under their consideration your Reports, dated the 
14th and 27th instant respectively, on the subject of the state of the Castlebar Union, recom- 
mending that the Board of Guardians should be dissolved in pursuance of the provisions of the 
26th section of the Irish Poor Relief Act, and adverting to the progress of the collection of the 
poor rate in the Union, and the explanation afforded by the collectors, Messrs. L. B. and 
Charles Omally. 

In reference thereto, the Commissioners request that you will have the goodness to state 
whether you are of opinion that it is desirable to remove the present collectors, and whether, if 
the Commissioners took that step, you think that efficient successors might be found for the 
office in the Union, and whether you know of any competent individuals who would be willing 
to undertake the duties. 

With regard to the dissolution of the Board of Guardians, the Commissioners desire to state 
that the proper period for such a step would be in the end of January or beginning of February 
next, at the same time that the Tuam and Castlerea Boards of Guardians were dissolved in 
the present year ; and the Commissioners are desirous that you should fully consider, and 
report to them at the end of January, whether you would recommend such a step.

Poor Law Unions in Ireland. 
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The Poor Law Commissioners have already reported that 93 out of the 130 
workhouses existing in this country contains a greater number of inmates than 
they were originally constructed to accommodate. 

The distress prevailing throughout the country has increased the number of 
paupers in the Unions generally to more than double that receiving relief at the 
corresponding period of last year, while the applicants for admission are becoming 
daily more numerous. 

Under these circumstances the necessity for affording increased accommodation 
is obvious. 

The Poor Relief Act enables the Guardians to borrow money for this purpose, 
and authorizes the Commissioners to expend 400/. in like manner, without the 
consent of the Guardians. 

In some cases this increased accommodation has been provided, and the Poor 
Law Commissioners have drawn the attention of the different Boards throughout 
Ireland to the subject ; there exists, however, on the part of the Commissioners, 
and of the guardians in many districts, a well-grounded apprehension, that neither 
the funds now available, nor the rates which they may reasonably expect to 
collect before next autumn, will be able to bear this increased burden. In this 
opinion his Excellency fully concurs. 

In some Unions their finances are already exhausted, and appeals have been 
made to the Government for loans upon the security of the rates. In Swineford 
Union the workhouse has been for a considerable time supported by advances 
made by the Chairman and other members of the Board ; and there is no hope 
of collecting any large amount of outstanding rate in that very poor district. 

In other Unions large debts are due to the contractors ; and, although a con- 
siderable portion of the last rate has been collected, no new rate can be expected, 
in the present state of the distressed districts, to be realized. 

His Excellency has on every occasion, where it has appeared necessary, directed 
that protection should be afforded to the collectors in the execution of their duty ; 
and where the means of payment were actually possessed by the peasantry, this 
has been attended with success. There are other Unions which have hitherto 
been managed with care and economy, but whose finances have been completely 
exhausted by the unexpected pressure of the present distress, and their affairs are 
also in a state of considerable embarrassment. 

The result of all the communications which have reached the Lord Lieutenant 
on this subject, together with the information which has been derived from 
inquiries into the actual state of the country, leave no doubt on his Excellency’s 
mind that the greater number of Boards of Guardians in Ireland will, if unaided, 
be compelled at no. distant period to close their operations. His Excellency is 
aware that Her Majesty’s Government regard this occurrence as one which must, 
under all circumstances, be averted, and the desires to call their attention to 
the importance of considering in what manner this difficulty is to be en- 
countered. 



It has been stated to his Excellency that a power being given to the Guar- 
dians to pay interest for money borrowed, might enable the Boards to obtain 
loans from their respective treasurers ; but although this might be the case in 
some Unions, yet in many instances the treasurers would hesitate, and perhaps 
teruse to make an advance upon the rates. In Cavan Union, where the funds at 
the disposal of the Board have been quite exhausted, this difficulty has been 
already experienced. 

Tlie only remaining course is for the Government to advance the money on the 
secuiity ol rates to be struck simultaneously; this advance to be at the disposal 
of the Guardians for the ordinary purposes of relief. Should it, however, appear 
to the Boor Law Commissioners that the difficulties of the Union have been 
created by the inefficient manner in which the Guardians have discharged their 
u y, y ie using to enforce the collection ol any portion of the rate which was 
owing .by solvent parties, or otherwise, it would be competent to the Poor Law 
Commissioners to appoint paid Guardians in their stead, and entrust to them the 
expendituie of the advance. This course his Excellency does not desire to see 
adopted, except m extreme cases, being sensible of the importance at this period 
of tlie co-operation of local bodies m the administration of all measures of relief. 

T j he maintenance of the present number of paupers in the workhouses of 
Ireland costs something less than 10,000/. weekly.

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stances there may be cases in which the utmost exertions of Boards of Guardians 
must prove insufficient to meet the demands on their resources, and in these 
cases the question for consideration is, in what way can such assistance be best 
afforded ? 

With regard to the maintenance of the inmates of any workhouse, Her 
Majesty’s Government feel that the authority your Excellency already possesses 
to send supplies of food, and also of clothes and bedding, in urgent cases, is the 
most prompt and the most unobjectionable mode of relief. Sir R. Routh has 
been directed to comply with any requisition from your Excellency as to sup- 
plies of food, in such cases, to the extent of his ability to do so. The limit of 
that ability I apprehend to be not the restriction of Commissariat operations to 
the western districts of Ireland, but the amount of the available supplies of food, 
in the event of such requisitions becoming numerous. It is impossible to over- 
look the fact, that owing to the deficiency, not only in Ireland but throughout 
Europe, of the ordinary supply of food, great care and prudence are requisite in 
the use of the stores which we possess, and that an inconsiderate expenditure of 
them would only lead to increased want and suffering at a later period. 

Her Majesty’s Government, however, place entire confidence in your Excel- 
lency’s judgment and discretion in this matter. 

Your Excellency also adverts to the clauses of the Irish Poor Law, which 
relate to providing increased workhouse accommodation where it is required. 
The expense to be incurred for this purpose is not one of the current expenses 
of the Union. The law has in such cases expressly authorised the contraction 
by the Guardians of loans charged on the future rates, and I am not aware of 
any instance having been brought under my notice in which an attempt to raise 
such a loan has failed. But Her Majesty’s Government are of opinion that for 
the purpose of providing such additional accommodation, whether by purchase 
or by hiring, advances charged on the future rates, according to the provisions 
of the existing law, may properly be made by the Treasury ; and I have to 
inform your Excellency that you are authorised to acquaint the Poor Law Com- 
missioners that any application for an advance for such a purpose, which is 
approved by them, will receive immediate attention.

The amount of rate collected, as I am informed, since last August was 191/. ; viz., 133/. in 
September, in October 0/., in November 29/., in December 29/., and in this month 0/. The 
weekly expenditure of the workhouse now, with 600 inmates, for food of every description and 
fuel, is about 60/. The total expenditure of the workhouse since the 1st. October, for food and 
necessaries, has been 624/., being a weekly average expenditure of about 45/. There are no 
funds until the new rate is available, which will lake four or five weeks at the least to put in 
progress of collection ; and it is stated that little, if any, of the present uncollected rate can be 
collected. 

Lord Sligo promised to-day to provide food and fuel for the house for three, weeks ; and Sir 
R. O’Donnell gave his security to pay for coffins, but there is no means to provide funds to 
procure clothes, so as to enable the Guardians to admit more poor, and the master has no funds 
to provide for any petty disbursements, however necessavy. 

At the. end of the three weeks, and before the new rate (small in amount as it is) is available 
know not what is to be done for funds to provide for the establishment.

I have just had the honour of receiving the papers on the subject of the 
Castlebar Union, and I thank you for allowing me their perusal. 

Though Chairman of that Board of Guardians, I am very far from holding 
myself responsible for the way that its affairs are conducted. I have too little 
influence in the selection of the officers, and can exercise but too little control 
over them when appointed, to enable me to enforce a proper and efficient dis- 
charge of their duties.

veiy unpopular. I confidently expected that ere this much of the arrears would 
have been received and I indulged in a hope and belief, a belief ft “had not 
been discouraged by the Assistant Poor Law Commissioner, that the Govern- 
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ment would see the expediency and necessity of making advances on the very 
unexceptionable security of the rates of the different Unions requiring them, and 
so, at a time of such urgency, enable the Boards to give the most extended ope- 
ration to the Poor Relief Act. I am satisfied that very shortly the Government 
will find itself compelled, from the overwhelming difficulties attending the 
financial condition of the Unions in the west of Ireland, to give such assistance. 

I am, too, unprepared positively to contradict Mr. Otway when he states that 
two-thirds of the arrears are owing by immediate lessors, amongst whom he 
names Sir Samuel O’Malley, Mr. Kearney, and myself ; but I totally disbelieve 
that they are really due by any of us. This Assistant Poor Law Commissioner 
has most uncandidly withheld that the rate-books are generally most faulty in 
this particular, and that the landlords are constantly, by design or mistake, made 
chargeable when the tenant holds by lease or when there is an intermediate 
lessor. Lately, in the Westport Union, I found, on examination, that I was not 
liable in a single instance of some hundred occupations that had been placed 
against me. 

The collectors of the Castlebar Union received positive directions to furnish 
every lessor with a detailed list of the claims against him, and to insist upon 
payment or the cause of objection in each case. You will admit that such a 
course should have obviated the irregularity complained of, and which I believe 
has been most extravagantly overstated by Mr. Otway, if he has not been alto- 
gether misinformed, as I suppose. 

Knowing it to be the intention to include these papers with the others to be 
laid before Parliament this day, I think it due to others, as well as myself, to 
protest against giving publicity to such a letter as Mr. Otway’s, when the 
animus of this writer is so undisguised, without first allowing the parties 
charged, and I believe traduced, an opportunity of explanation and defence. 

Should this circumstance be as stated, the Assistant Poor Law Commissioner 
has most signally failed in his duty in never having, by statement or remon- 
strance, endeavoured to bring the Board of Guardians to a proper sense of their 
duties. 

At this late hour I am unable to offer other observations.

The Poor Law Commissioners have the honour to forward herewith for 
your information a copy of a further Report, which they have received from 
their Assistant Commissioner, Mr. Otway, relating to the Castlebar Union. 

The Commissioners desire at the same time to state, that they have trans- 
mitted a copy of the Report for the information of his Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant ; and that they have given directions for the preparation of orders 
for the dissolution of the Board of Guardians on the 1st proximo, and for the 
dismissal of the collectors of poor rate referred to by Mr. Otway. 

In reference to the recommendation of the medical officer, respecting the 
introduction of bread as an article of diet, in order to check dysentery in the 
workhouse, it would appear to the Commissioners desirable that temporary 
assistance should be afforded by Her Majesty’s Government until the new 
Board of Guardians is elected.

Mr. Otwav to the Poor Law Commissioners. 

Castlebar, January 23, 1847. 

I regret to have to inform you that I was unable to induce the Board of Guardians of 
the Castlebar Union, (though especially summoned to consider the question on this day, see 
my Report of the 17th instant), to strike a rate; the Guardians voting against striking the 
rate by a majority of 13 to 3. I laid before the Board of Guardians an estimate of the 
amount required to meet the liabilities and probable current expenses for a year, and for half 
a-year, and I urged as strongly as I could the striking of an adequate rate. After the reading 
of the Commissioners last letter, I read out of the collectors’ books the amount of rate 
unpaid by several of the immediate lessors as well as of the larger occupiers of the Union. The 
medical officer addressed a letter to the acting chairman of the Board, which was read, a copy 
of which I enclose ; and the master of the workhouse also made to the Board a most lament- 
able statement as to the privations to which the poor in the workhouse were subjected, stating 
that he was not. only unable to procure for them the bread as ordered by the medical officer, 
but that at that hour (past 2 o’clock), he was without meal or fuel, and that a pauper had 
died, and was upwards of two days unburied, and that he had no coffin to bury the corpse in, 
and bad no means to procure one. Mr. Ormsby, Lord Lucan’s agent, promised to send him 
meal and some turt but refused to supply bread or any other necessaries, and the Board of 
Guardians separated without making the change in the dietary, as requested in the medical 
officer s letter or even as to procuring a coffin for the dead man. Some members of the Board 
talked otmakincr a subscription amongst themselves to buy a coffin, but. this was not carried 
in o e ec , anc e °( Guardians separated.

In reply to your letter of the 30th ultimo, 25,403 D., 1846, as to whether it is advisable to 
remove the present collectors, and as to whether if they were removed, I thought efficient 
successors for the office could be found in the Union, I beg to state that I think the present 
collectors should be removed ; one of them, I hear, has taken a situation in a bank at Bal- 
linasloe and the other I now consider to be incompetent for the office, and I am of opinion 
that efficient persons or a person can be got in the Union to act as rate collectors, if. afforded 
reasonable remuneration and proper co-operation in assisting them in discharge of their 
duties. I also think it necessary to state to the Commissioners, that, if the present Board of 
Guardians is to be dissolved, I consider that it will be necessary immediately to take steps to 
provide for the adequate support of the paupers in the workhouse, as I believe the present 
Board of Guardians will not take steps to provide for them, pending the dissolution of the 
present Board, and the election of a new one, and that if this is not done, that the unfortunate 
creatures now in the workhouse must actually starve in it. 



To the Acting Chairman of the Board of Guardians. 
g IB January 23, 1847. 

I HAVE to report to the Board of Guardians that dysentery is still on the increase among 
the inmates of this workhouse, there being ten cases admitted into hospital this week. 

Those labouring under it are confined to wards exclusively appropriated to themselves ; but 
in order to arrest as much as possible the further extension of this disease, it is my duty respect- 
fully to suggest to the Board of Guardians the necessity of temporarily changing the present 
house diet, by substituting bread for stirabout for at least one meal daily. The sick have not 
been supplied with bread for a considerable time past, nor have they got the rice prescribed 
for them since five o’clock on Thursday up to the present hour, ten o’clock on Saturday 
morning. Thus leaving those wretched creatures about 41 hours to struggle against disease, 
unaided by such nutriment as is deemed essential to and prescribed for their recovery.

BuiU 
who has charge of the Skibbereen Union, to report specially “ lts 
condition and prospects, and as to the particular class of ra i y 
not yet paid their rates. 
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SkMerem Union.— Exteacts from Guardians’ Mindies, 21st January, 1847. 

Resolved —That in consequence of the want of funds to meet the pressing demands of the 
contractors' to whom the Guardians are indebted, and to the impossibility of their being able 
to suuDOrt the paupers already in the poor house, we have no alternative left but either 
discharge the padpers or raise a loan from the Bank ; that as it will be necessary to get the 
consent of the Commissioners to that effect, we now beg to apply to them to authorize our 
raising 5000 1. on the rate to be struck. 

Resolved, That as we cannot legally pay interest for money, and therefore will be unable to 

borrow it on the rates, this Board pray, in the most earnest manner of the Poor Law Commis- 
sioners that they will forthwith communicate with the Government, with a view of getting from 
them the above sum on the security of a mortgage of the rates of the Union, for which purpose 
the Guardians are prepared to strike the necessary rates, otherwise the appalling and painful 
scenes that must ensue by putting out 1100 paupers cannot be avoided. 

Ordered, That notice be served on P. O’Hea to collect and pay to the treasurer on or 

before the 4th February next, 200/. out of the rates to be collected by him, and that he produce 
his several collection and other books on that day. _ n7 _ t ... , , 

Resolved, That a similar order be served on John Kelly to pay 50/. lhat a like order be 

served on Joseph Driscoll to collect 100/., and a similar order on James Tobin for 300/. 

Notice. I hereby give notice of my intention to move a resolution on this day fortnight, to 

the effect that a poor-rate be struck for the Union. 

Resolved , — That the collectors be served with a compulsory notice to attend on next Thurs- 
day and bring their block receipts and collection books. And that it is expedient that the 
blocks be checked ; and that for that purpose it is expedient that some Guardian will take 
charge of a collection book, and kindly report on the next Board day touching the same.

I am directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to 'acknowledge the receipt 
of your communication of the 22nd instant, expressing the desire of Sir George 
Grey that certain additional information should be furnished respecting the 
amount of the last rates made before 1st October last, and remaining uncollected 
on 31st December. 

In reply, I am directed to state that the Commissioners have directed ‘that, a 
return of such of the information required as they have in -the office be prepared 
and forwarded without any delay; but with respect to the 3rd, 4th, 5£h, 
,7th, 8th, and 9th columns, relating to the amounts assessed on the- immediate 
lessors and occupiers, and the amounts uncollected from them respectively,, the 
Commissioners regret to state that they are informed that the information re- 
quested can only be obtained through the clerks of the ‘Guardians from thehate 
books, and from the collectors of the rates in each Union throughout Ireland, 
and that the return could hardly be completed in less than two months, unless 
some payment can be made to the clerks of the Unions to enable them to procure 

Still the Commissioners will at once call for such returns, provided that Sir 
George Grey wishes it. They desire, however, to state, that the collectors would 
probably plead the making the returns as a reason for not being as active as they 
otherwise would be in the collection of the rates ; and as the Commissioners do

442 A fever hospital, detached from the workhouse, is occupied by the Board of Guardians. The 
Guardians have been warned of the danger to health from admitting an excessive number of 
persons into the workhouse. The propriety of reviewing the cases of the inmates of the 
house has been pressed upon the Guardians' consideration, there being a great number of 
women and children in the house whose husbands and parents ate not inmates, and are sup- 
posed to be at weak in the Union, and the Commissioners hare been in correspondence with 
the Guardians with reference to their powers under the 35th section of the Irish Poor Relief 
Act. The Guardians have endeavoured to obtain a house to be used as an additional work- 
house. A Committee has been appointed for the purpose of having sheds erected for the re- 
ception of additional inmates. A tender has been accepted for erecting scheol-rootns for the 
children, the school-rooms in the workhouse being converted into dormitories ; some outbuildings 
on the workhouse premises being also made use of for the reception of paupers. 

300 The Guardians have made some alterations in the internal arrangements of the workhouse with 
the view of affording additional accommodation, and have also been supplied with drawings 
and specifications for the erection of galleries in certain of the dormitories, by which sleeping 
accommodation for a considerable number of persons beyond the number the building was 
originally calculated for is obtained. 

487 The Commissioners’ architect has conferred with the Guardians, and is now preparing plans with 
a view to an extensive permanent enlargement of the building. Meantime the Guardians have 
hired a building, and are fitting it up for the purpose of affording temporary additional work- 
house accommodation. 

553 The medical officer having stated his opinion that 200 more than the workhouse was originally 
calculated for might be admitted without overcrowding the house, the Commissioners, after 
conferring with the architect, gave their consent to the Guardians receiving 1175 persons into 
the workhouse exclusive of the fever ward. 

326 The workhouse not overcrowded, but there are some inmates of the house affected by fever. 
The Guardians have been urged to provide accommodation, either by building a fever ward or 
hiring n house for the reception of fever patients, and to adopt every precaution to prevent the 
spread of disease and increase of mortality. 

321 The Guardians have been advised to review the lists of inmates, there being many women and 
children in the house whose husbands and fathers are supposed to be at work in the Union. 
They have been informed that the Commissioners will be happy to sanction such measures as 
may be necessary for providing increased accommodation. Rians for additional hospital ac- 
commodation have been furnished to the Guardians, and an outbuilding has been fitted up as 
a temporary hospital. According to the report of the medical officer, and a Committee of 
Guardians, the present number of inmates can be safely accommodated. 

299 The Guardians have been repeatedly urged to provide additional accommodation, and to limit 
the admissions until they have done so ; they have been warned of the danger of overcrowding 
the workhouse, and assistance and co-operation has been repeatedly offered by the Commis- 
sioners. Thu Guardians have been furnished with plans for sleeping galleries, and al>o for the 
erection of additional buildings on the workhouse grounds; tenders have been accepted, and 
the work is believed to be in progress. The Guardians have also advertised for a house, to be 
converted into a temporary workhouse. 

348 The Guardians resolved not to admit more than the workhouse was estimated to accommodate. 
The Assistant Commissioner reports that there is no building conveniently situated which can 
be hired to afford additional accommodation. The Guardians have been urged to provide ad- 
ditional accommodation by building either temporary or permanent structures. Plans for both 
purposes have been supplied to them, with full report from the architect, and their attention 
has been again directed to the subject. The Guardians allege the difficulty of obtaining funds 
as a reason for not acting in accordance with the Commissioners’ suggestions. 

268 The workhouse is not crowded except as regards women and children. The Guardians have 
made temporary arrangements for their accommodation, and have been recommended to raise 
the list of inmates, many women and children being in the house without their husbands and 
fathers, who are supposed to be at work in the Union. 

97 Until a recent period the workhouse has not been crowded, but the Guardians’ funds are in a 
most unsatisfactory condition. Clothing for inmates deficient. The Guardians have been re- 
peatedly urged to place their funds in a satisfactory state : they cannot obtain credit for 
anything. . 

237 The Guardians hove made arrangements in the original buildings for accommodating a larger 
number than the workhouse was intended to accommodate. They have been requested to abide 
by medical officer’s advice as to the numbers to be admitted. The attention oi the Guardians 
has been called to their express powers of providing increased wo:khouse accommodation. 
Plans for sleeping galleries and temporary sheds have been forwarded to them. 

355 The medical officer of opinion that the workhouse will safely accommodate upwards of 570 in- 
mates. The Commissioners have been in correspondence with Guardians as to obtaining 
further accommodation. A tender has been accepted for fitting up the stabling for the accom- 
modation of additional inmates, and other arrangements for increasing accommodation have 
been made in the present workhouse. Up to this time there has been no pressure for admission

Hitherto there has not been a greater pressure for relief than has been afforded by the workhouse. 
The Guardians have been requested to be guided by the advice of their medical officer. The 
Guardians have decided on erecting temporary sheds for the accommodation of additional in- 
mates, and plans for the purpose have been sent. The Guardians have been reminded of their 
powers to provide additional accommodation, and plans for this purpose have been offered. 

There does not appear to have been any pressure that has not been met by the workhouse 
aceommoilaiiun already afforded. The Assistant Commissioner has been requested to advise 
as to the means of providing additional accommodation if necessary. 

The attention of the Guardians has been drawn to their powers of providing additional accom- 
modation by hiring houses or making additions to present house. The stabling has been fitted 
up as a dormitory. The Guardians have endeavoured to obtain additional workhouse accom- 
modation. Tenders invited for sleeping galleries in upper dormitories, and the Guardians 
have resolved to provide a fever hospital in a particular district of the Union where it is re- 
quired. 

The Guardians have taken steps for hiring an additional house to accommodate 100 persons. 
They have been advised to be guided by the opinion of their medical officer as to the number to 
be admitted. They have resolved to apply the accommodation which may be afforded in the 
house to fullest extent, and have been advised as to best means of providing additional hospital 
accommodation, and their powers to hire houses and to make additions to present workhouse 
have been pointed out. The Guardians have resolved to provide accommodation for 500 addi- 
tional inmates. 

The Guardians have accepted a tender for the erection of sleeping galleries. 

Disease has been prevalent amongst the workhouse inmates. The Guardians have been urged 
to adopt the suggestions and recommendations of their medical officer to check contagion and 
mortality, and the consideration of his reports has been pressed upon the Board. Some addi- 
tional hospital accommodation has been provided, and the Guardians’ attention has been called 
to their powers under the 35th section of the Irish Poor Relief Act to provide additional ac- 
commodation. 

The Guardians have been advised to abide by opinion of medical officer as to number to be 
admitted. The Guardians have been reminded of their powers to provide additional accom- 
modation. Plans for sleeping galleries have been forwarded, and a tender has been accepted 
lor their construction. The Guardians have also resolved to build stories over the idiot wards 
and straw store, and an additional building has been hired to accommodate 400 persons. 

e Guardians have been furnished with plans for providing increased workhouse accommoda- 
tion ; as a temporary measure, they have hired a store in the town of Cashel for the purpose of 
being converted into a temporary workhouse, and it is now occupied by about 120 paupers; 
the Guardians have also invited tenders for erecting sleeping galleries in the dormitories and 
wooden sheds in the yards. 

The Guardians refused to admit additional applicants for relief. They have been urged repeat- 
edly to relieve the poor effectually. They have no funds to their credit, are deeply in debt, 
and will nut make a new rate, or cause the payment of the rate.

The Guardians’ special attention was at an early period directed to the state of the workhouse 
with a view to a revision of the lists of the inmates; and their attention was directed to the 
mode of employment of the poor provided by law. The Guardians endeavoured to obtain the 
use of an unoccupied barrack for the reception of destitute poor persons, but after some corre- 
spondence this was found impracticable. Their attention was frequently drawn to the 
danger to health from overcrowding the workhouse. The Commissioners expressed their 
sanction to the hiring of an additional building to he used as a workhouse, and a buildinghas 
been hired, which the Guardians report will accommodate 400 persons. The. Commissioners’ 
architect has also visited the workhouse, and plans under his direction are being prepared for 
providing additional accommodation. The Assistant Commissioner reports that the Guar- 
dians are endeavouring to provide increased accommodation. The whole subject has recently 
been reviewed, and brought specially under the notice of the Board of Guardians.

The medical 
officer at first reported that the house could well accommodate 1,200. He has since reduced 
his estimate to 1,000. The Guardians obtained an additional house, which has not, however, 
been found to accommodate the number at first estimated. Their powers to hire houses or 
enlarge present workhouse buildings have been pointed out to them, as well as their power to 
borrow money for the purpose. Plans and specifications for the erection of sheds tor the 
accommodation of additional inmates have been sent to the Guardians, and their proposal to 
erect them has been sanctioned.

The Poor Law Commissioners have the honour to enclose herewith, for 
your information, extracts from minutes of the Ballyshannon Board of 
Guardians on the 23rd instant, together with a copy of a letter which the 
Commissioners addressed to them thereon. The Commissioners also forward 
a copy of the minutes of the special meeting referred to in the above extracts, 
from which it appears that, after reading the Commissioners’ letter, the Board 
adjourned without coming to a decision. . 

The Commissioners have, at the request of His Excellency the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, instructed their Assistant Commissioner, Mr. Otway, to report to them 
on the state of the Union; but, mean time, it may be observed, that there is a 
sum of 1,2061. uncollected, being nearly an entire rate.

Extracts from Guardians’ Minutes, January 23, 1847. 

Unanimously Resolved, That the chairman be requested to write to the Lord Lieutenant, 
requestino- his Excellency will be graciously pleased to order some assistance towards the 
supporfc of the poor in the Ballyshannon Workhouse, otherwise the house will have to be 
immediately closed for want of funds, as the rate cannot be collected, from the great distress 
which prevails in the Union. 

Resolved, That an extraordinary meeting of the Guardians be summoned for Wednesday 
next, for the purpose of considering what, means should be adopted towards the closing of the 
workhouse; the Guardians not having funds to provide the necessary provisions, &c., for the 
support of the poor in the establishment

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 26th instant, 
enclosing certain returns in compliance with the desire of Sir George Grey, as 
expressed in my letter of the 22nd instant, and acquainting me that you could 
not furnish the whole of the information required without an application to the 
clerks of the Guardians, who must obtain it from the rate-books, and from the 
collectors of the rates in each Union throughout Ireland, and that the return 
could hardly he completed in less than two months. 

Under these circumstances, I am desired by Sir George Grey to inform you 
that he will not require the remainder of the return to be made; it would 
scarcely be of much use at the expiration of two months from this time, and, 
besides, Sir George Grey thinks it most desirable that no additional trouble 
should be imposed upon the collectors at the present moment which might, by 
possibility, interfere with the due performance of their more important and 
pressing duties.

I am directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to transmit to you herewith a sealed 
order by which they declare the Board of Guardians of the Castlebar Union to be dissolved. 
The Commissioners refer to their letter of the 7th instant as containing a statement of the 
reasons why they take this step. They will now merely place on record that, on the 23rd 
instant,, at a period when the severest distress was known to exist in the Castlebar Union, the 
Guardians maintained in their workhouse only 106 inmates (although it was built to contain 
600), and did not adequately provide for the relief even of the few destitute individuals whom 
they had thus admitted within that establishment. There can be no doubt, therefore, that the 
Guardians have failed to discharge their duties, duly and effectually, according to the intention 
of the Irish Poor Belief Act, and the Commissioners have dissolved the Board accordingly. 
At the same time, the Commissioners have ordered a fresh election of Guardians, and if the 
new Board shall in like manner fail to discharge its duties, the Commissioners will be prepared 
to exercise their powers for the appointment of paid Guardians to administer relief to the 
destitute according to the intention of the Legislature.

I am directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to acknowledge the receipt on the 23rd 
instant of lists of some of the defaulters in the payment of poor-rate in the Castlebar Union, 
and I am to request that you will transmit, with as little delay as possible, a copy of the lists of 
all the other defaulters in the payment of poor-rate in the Union. 

I am at the same time to state, in reference to the dissolution of the Board of Guardians of 
the Castlebar Union, that you will have to discharge, as far as is possible under the circum- 
stances, all your ordinary duties as usual, until a new Board of Guardians is elected. 

They request, especially, that you will forward to the Commissioners weekly a statement of 
the amount collected by the collectors of poor-rate.

The Commissioners desire at the same time to apprise you that, until the first meeting of 
the new Board of Guardians, it will be your duty to admit paupers into the workhouse, under 
the 2nd clause of Article 1 of the Workhouse Rules. 

The Commissioners have written to the collectors to continue collecting rates as usual, and 
the Commissioners authorise you to purchase during the next week the necessary food and 
clothing, bedding, fuel, and other necessaries for the workhouse inmates, and they will cruarantee 
to tradesmen the payment of bills for all articles so supplied. ° 

The Commissioners rely on your economy and discretion in acting on the above instructions, 
but it is at the same time their intention, that whatever food the medical officer deirns neces- 
sary for the health of the inmates should be supplied to them.

The rate-book of the electoral division of.Decenisb, which amounts t.o 165/., has not yet 
been signed, or the collecting book given out, for tbe same reason. By this it appears tbat, 
of the rate struck on the 31st of October, the rate on electoral divisions, amounting to 775 1., 
has not yet been put in progress of collection. 

Of the rate put in progress of collection on the electoral divisions of Ballyshannon, Bun- 
doran, Ballintra, Belleek, Glenade, and Boho, the rates on which amount to 1082/., there has 
been collected up to this date the sum of 267/. . 

The liabilities of this Union up to the present, amount to about 896/.; of this sum, 206/. is 
due to the treasurer, and 690/. to contractors and others. . 

The average weekly expenditure of the workhouse is now about 58/.; the numbers in the 
workhouse varying for the last four or five weeks from 500 to 530, and the sum required to 
provide for the maintenance and necessaries of the inmates for nine months would at this rate 
amount to 2115/. ; add the sum of 250/. to this for salaries, incidental and establishment 
charges, together with 150/. to provide for an ample supply of clothing, together with the debts 
of the Union, 896/., and it will appear that the sum of 3411/. would be required to meet the 
liabilities, and to provide for the current expenses of this Union for nine months. To meet 
this there is of the rate struck on the 31st of October uncollected, 1590/.; but of this I ana 
informed, from the distressed state of the country, that not much more than 1000/. can be 
reckoned on as collectable, which would leave a deficit for meeting the liabilities and current 
expenses of the Union for nine months. It therefore appears to me that the only course left 
to extricate this Union from its embarrassments, and to provide for its current expenses for 
nine months, is, 1st, to use every means to collect all that is collectable of the present rate (I 
am informed that the collectable portion of the present rate is not likely to be collected before 
the end of April) from those who are able to pay, and to take steps as soon as possible to strike 
a new and adequate rate ; but, in the mean time, pending the collection of the present rate, 
and the putting of a new rate in progress of collection, it will be absolutely necessary for the 
support of the inmates, and the payment of the pressing claims of the contractors and others, 
that an advance should be procured immediately from the treasurer of the Union. The 
Guardians at present have no funds; the present lodgments of the rate being appropriated to 
the payment of old checks, and the treasurer has refused to advance the Board more than the 
206/. The persons who supplied the workhouse with bread, meal, milk, and fuel, have refused 
to supply more without the money due to them, or a portion of it, being paid; and the 
Guardians can get no credit. The Board of Guardians this day applied to the treasurer to 
cash a check in favour of one of their contractors, Mr. Finlay Anderson, for 100/. (who 
promised to supply bread, meal, and milk, for three weeks, if he got 100/. out of about 200/. 
due to him), and agreed, if the treasurer did so, to become personally hable t.o him lor the 
interest until he could repay himself out of the rates of the Union ; but this he refused ; and 

in order to get meal, milk, and bread, and to prevent the inmates from being turned out, or 

starving in the workhouse, three members of the Board, Mr. Atkinson, Mr. Davis, and Mr. 
All in gh am were at last induced 1o give a bill for 100/. to Mr. Findlay Anderson, to induce 
him to supply bread, meal, and milk to the house for three or four weeks more ; but this is a 
course that I feel assured the Guardians would not adopt again ; and if they had not done so 
to-day the consequences would have been frightful. . . . 

I enclose a list of additional clothing, which the master states would be required to be 
provided, to give an ample amount of clothing for the inmates. 

I have stated to the Guardians the great necessity for urging forward the collection of the 
last rate in all the electoral divisions, and I directed their attention to the necessity for striking 
another, and an adequate rate, at no distant period. I also with the medical officer suggested 
changes in the dietary, and the Guardians adopted bread and mdk for breakfast m lieu of 
stirabout and milk; which change, I expect, will have a beneficial effect on the health of the 
inmates, and be attended with little, if any, increase of expense to the Union. The medical 
officer this day stated that he thought the Board of Guardians might admit, without danger, 
about 50 of the most destitute creatures that were applying for admission; and the Board, 
consequently, admitted 53; which, with the former number, will leave 560 in the workhouse 
I thought I had lately seen persons in a state of destitution that could not be equalled ; but 
many of the objects I saw this day, imploring for admission, were the greatest I ever saw ; 
some of them, the children especially, were in such a state of emaciation and exhaustion, from 
cold and want of food, that, the medical officer stated that he feared they could not live. Many 
hours they appeared to me to be almost dead, and some of the aged people were little better.

I am directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 29th ult., relative to the financial condition of several Unions in Ireland, and 
stating that his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant considers that the Commissioners should take 
measures to ascertain on what terms the treasurers of those Unions, in which the rates have, 
after every effort, failed to be collected, will make advances to the Guardians, in order that such 
steps may be taken as will secure sufficient funds for the maintenance of the inmates of the 
workhouses. 

In reference thereto, I am to state that the Commissioners have taken steps in accordance 
with his Excellency’s instructions. 

With regard to the last paragraph in your letter, as to advances by the Treasury for pro- 
viding additional accommodation either by purchase or hiring, the Commissioners are desirous 
of knowing whether they would be authorised to mention the intentions of Government on this 
head in a circular to Boards of Guardians ? The Commissioners ask the question, because 
they deem it probable that many of them would be ready to purchase or hire additional buildings 
if they knew that Government were willing to advance money for such a purpose; and yet the 
Commissioners would not be able within a reasonable time to ascertain the views of such Boards 
except by such a circular. 

I am, at the same time, to state that 'the Commissioners would feel obliged by being informed 
whether Her Majesty’s Government would be equally disposed to advance money for the en- 
largement of the workhouses. 

The Commissioners entertain no doubt whatever that many Boards of Guardians would be 
willing to enlarge their workhouse if the Treasury advanced money for the purpose, who would 
otherwise take no step to carry out the suggestions of the Commissioners on this subject.

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to make advances except on conditions that, I fear, the Guardians will not agree to (see 
minutes of the 3rd instant. No. 2775), and the weekly amount of rate being far short of the 
expense of providing for the maintenance of the workhouse. 1 fear the worst consequences if 
some means are not at once adopted to get the treasurer to make an advance to the Union. 

The Chairman has latterly been providing funds out of his own pocket to support the work- 
house (see D/2775), but this cannot last long, and I fear the want of means to maintain the 
inmates for the proper support of this large establishment, which has afforded such great and 
efficient, relief. The Guardians, I am led to hope, will strike a rate on Monday, and they 
should be made to see that this must be done ; but in the mean time, until it can be made out 
and be put in progress'of collection, I fear an advance must be made by the treasurer, as the 
amount of the present rate coming in is not sufficient to provide for the maintenance of the 
inmates, and the Guardians cannot get credit

Herewith I beg to forward a copy of a letter from his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, in 
reply to a letter from the Chairman, Edward Howley, Esq., accompanied with a resolution 
passed by the Board of Guardians of the Ballina Union, on the 25th ult., respecting a loan of 
12,000/. on the security of the rates, to carry on the affairs of the Union. 

I beg to state that our Chairman is keeping the paupers in the workhouse supported at his 
own expense, on money advanced from his private resources, at about 120/. a-week, unassisted 
by the treasurer or a single Guardian, and that although he is determined to make every sacri- 
fice rather than allow our poor to be turned out and left to die, still it is quite impossible for 
the private resources of any one private individual to support 1240 or 1300 weekly in our house. 
I am very much alarmed at the idea of fearing that we will have to turn out the paupers for 
want of funds. Our collectors are bringing in very little money, and, having no credit, there is 
no other remedy left us but. to let the poor out to swell the already amount of destitution which 
prevails all over the Union to an alarming extent, and would have to turn them out a fortnight 
ago were it not for the charitable manner in which our Chairman came forward with his purse 
opened for their relief ; therefore if the majority of the Guardians do not succeed in striking a 
new rate on next Monday, and borrow money forthwith on the security of the rates, I have only 
to say that the result will be frightful, and attended with hundreds of deaths, and that some 
remedy is at once required to prevent such an awful expectation.

I am directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of the 1st instant, enclosing a copy of a communication from the Board of Ordnance rela- 
tive to a supply of bedding and clothing for the workhouses in Ireland, and requesting the 
Commissioners to state, for the information of his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, what amount 
of bedding is likely to be required to, supply the wants of the different workhouses, and also 
whether the Commissioners consider it desirable that such clothing as may be required should 
be furnished by the Ordnance Department. 

In reply, I am directed by the Commissioners to state that they have no means of knowing 
the state of the supplies of bedding and clothing in the workhouses, except through their 
Assistant Commissioners. The Commissioners issued a circular to them on the subject on the 
22nd ultimo, and have received answers from Mr. Senior, Mr. Otway, and Mr. Burke. Mr. 
Senior states he is not aware of any Union in his district in which there is a want of such 
supplies. The Commissioners forwarded to his Excellency, on the 25th ultimo, a copy of Mr. 
Burke’s answer, and they now forward a copy of a letter from Mr. Otway on the subject. The 
result appears to be, from those statements, that the following stores of bedding and clothing are 
required for the following Unions : —

with reference to the Westport. Union, it should be observed, that the quantities above stated 
are only what are required to afford an-ample supply for the present number of inmates (600) • 
but to provide for the full number of inmates that, the workhouse could properly contain it 
would be necessary to procure sufficient bedding and clothing for 400. 

I" reference to Castlebar workhouse, which contains at present 106 inmates, but can accora- 
mwlate 600, the- Commissioners think that it might be desirable to be prepared with beddin- 
and clothing for 120 males above 15, 180 females above 15, 110 boys, and 90 mrls ■ but the 
Commissioners are wholly unable to estimate what amount will be really wanted, as they do 
not know how tar encouragement may be given to destitute persons to accept relief in the work- 
house during the period of the dissolution of the Board of Guardians.

Copy of Treasury Minute, dated February 16, 1847. 

My Lords have before them the following communications from the Secretary of State 
for the Home Department, forwarding copies of correspondence with the Irish Government 
and the Poor Law Commissioner resident in Ireland relating to several points on which appli- 
cations have been made by the Irish Poor Law Unions for assistance to enable them to meet 
the pressure arising from the present distress. 

28th January, 1847. Relative to the prevailing distress, the levying of poor rates, the supply 
of clothing, and increased workhouse accommodation. 

10th February. Enlargement of workhouses, or hire or purchase of other buildings. 

13th February. Supply of bedding and clothing for the workhouses. 

And also a letter from Mr. Redingtou, forwarding copy of one from the Poor Law Commis- 
sioner on the subject of providing funds for erecting a fever ward in the Mallow Union work- 
house. 

The propositions contained in this correspondence are — 

1. That in cases of urgent necessity supplies of food should be furnished by the Government 
for the maintenance of the inmates of the workhouses. 

2. That in similar cases supplies of bedding and clothing should be furnished for the use of 
the inmates. 

3. That sums of money should be advanced on loan to the Guardians, to enable them to hire 
or construct increased workhouse accommodation. 

4. That loans should be made to Guardians for the purpose of constructing fever wards. 

On the first point, Sir R. Routh has been already directed to assist, as far as he is able, in 

providing supplies of food in those extreme cases in which the Lord Lieutenant may deem it 
necessary that such assistance should be given ; and he tfrill charge the cost of the supplies so 
furnished by him, including the expense of conveyance, to the Boards of Guardians, in order to 
the amount being repaid out of the first produce of the rates. 

Secondly. It appears that the Lord Lieutenant, has authorised the respective officers of 
Ordnance at Dublin to supply the articles of bedding required; but it is stated that “as the 
clothing cannot all be provided by that department, his Excellency considers that it will be 
more expedient that the Boards of Guardians should make an order for the supply of these 
articles nominally by the Commissioners. The Government will then pay the contractor who 
may furnish them, and the Union will remain indebted to them for the cost. The bills will be 
paid when submitted by the Poor Law Commissioners.” 

It- appears from the inquiries which their Lordships have made from the Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty, and the Master-General and Board of Ordnance, that large supplies of 
clothing, independently of those which were known to the Ordnance officers at Dublin, can be 
procured from the Government stores in different parts of the United Kingdom; and directions 
have been given for these additional supplies to be collected without delay at London, Bristol, 
and Liverpool, and to be sent to Dublin, consigned to Sir R. Routh ; and the available clothing, 
at the different military stations in Ireland will be placed at the disposal of that officer by the 
Ordnance officers at Dublin. 
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The stores of clothing so brought together at Dublin will be forwarded, under Sir R. Routh’s 
superintendence, to the different Union workhouses, in such proportions as the resident Poor 
Law Commissioner may point out ; and if further supplies are required, their Lordships will 
give immediate directions for their being procured and forwarded. 

Their Lordships do not propose to make any charge upon the Unions either tor the bedding 

and clothing furnished to them, or for the cost of its conveyance. 

Thirdly and Fourthly. Their Lordships are prepared to authorise applications being made 
to the Public Works Loan Commissioners in London for the construction of additional accom- 
modation, either permanent or temporary, or for providing fever wards in those cases in which 
it may appear proper that such assistance should be given; but they are of opinion that everv 
such application should be considered on its own merits, and should be forwarded to this Board 
by the resident Poor Law Commissioner, with a special report explanatory of the circumstances 
of the case, in which it should he particularly stated whether the current expenses of the work- 
house are provided for in the ordinary manner out of the rates, or the inmates are either already 
wholly or partly maintained by supplies procured from the Commissariat, or are likely soon 
to be dependent on that resource. 

Transmit a copy of this Minute to Sir William Somerville, for Sir George Grey’s information. 

Also transmit a copy to Sir H, R3uth, for his information and guidance. 

And to Mr. Redington, for the information of the Lord Lieutenant. 



Mr. Moore to Sir George Grey.

I am directed "by the Poor Law Commissioners to forward herewith to 
Sir George Grey a letter, dated the 11th instant, from their Assistant Commis- 
sioner Mr. Otway, containing his observations on the letter addressed to Sir 
George Grey, on the 25th ultimo, by the Earl of Lucan, in reference to Mr. 
Otway’s report of the 11th ultimo respecting Castlebar Union. 

In forwarding Mr. Otway’s letter, the Commissioners deem it due to a 
meritorious public officer to state, that they place implicit reliance on any 
assertion of Mr. Otway, as to what he has himself seen or heard ; and if, in any 
respect, he had been misled hy incorrect information received from others, the 
Commissioners are convinced that no one would be more anxious than Mr. 
Otway to acknowledge his mistake, and make such reparation as the circum- 
stances of the case might require. 

In reference, however, to the non-payment of rates by individuals who are 
rated in Castlebar Union as immediate lessors, it appears to the Commissioners 
that there is in reality no difference in statement as to the material facts, but 
that the Earl of Lucan’s letter on this head is founded on a misapprehension 
jespecting the law of rating under the Irish Poor Relief Act. 

The Commissioners do not understand his Lordship to deny that he may 
•ihave left some rates unpaid for which he is rated, as immediate lessor, but they 
. collect that his Lordship is of opinion that he has been improperly so rated in 
the rate-books, and that therefore he is not liable to pay the rates in question. 
Now, without disputing in any respect the possible inaccuracy of the rate-books, 
the Commissioners deem it right to observe, that his Lordship is, notwith- 
~ standing, legally bound to pay the whole of the amount for which he stands 
rated as immediate lessor; for not only is it true that his Lordship’s only 
legal remedy, if he deemed himself aggrieved, was by appeal against the rate, 
hut that legal remedy now no longer exists, as the period of four months, 
within which alone it was competent to his Lordship to make such an appeal, 
has passed away. The Commissioners further observe, that the 110th section 
of the Irish Poor Relief Act appears to have been expressly framed to prevent 
the pecuniary embarrassments which might otherwise have been experienced 
by Unions, if disputes concerning the correctness of the rate-books had been 
deemed a sufficient reason for omitting to pay the rates; for by that section it 
is enacted that, notwithstanding an appeal, every rate shall he payable, and 
shall he levied as if no appeal had been made, until such rate shall be actually 
quashed or amended. 

In conclusion, the Commissioners desire to express the high sense which 
they entertain of the energy and fearlessness with which Mr. Otway, at a 
critical period, has discharged an unpleasant and invidious duty ; and they 
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are thoroughly convinced, that in making observations on immediate lessors in 
Castlebar Union, who, he had reason to believe had not paid their rates, he 
was actuated solely by a regard for the public interest, and by a desire that, for 
the future, relief should be duly administered to the destitute poor in Castlebar 
Union, according to the provisions of the Irish Poor Relief Acts.

Gentlemen, Rathmullen, February 11, 1847. 

In reply to your letter of the 29th ultimo, 2415, DI47, forwarding me a communica- 
tion from Sir William Somerville, and transmitting a copy of a letter from the Earl of Lucan 
on the subject of the state of the Castlebar Union, and requesting any observations thereon, I 
have the honour to state, as to the observation of the Earl of Lucan, that in opposing the 
striking of a new rate on the 21st November last, that he indulged in a hope and belief — a 
belief that was not discouraged by the Assistant Poor Law Commissioner — that the Govern- 
ment would see the expediency and necessity of making advances on the very unexceptionable 
security of the rates of the different Unions. I beg to remark, that the distinct tenor of my 
observation to the Board of Guardians was to urge them to adopt the means which the law 
placed at their disposal to relieve the Union from its embarrassments, and to enable them to 
aive efficient relief to the destitute poor in the workhouse ; to rely on, and make use of, their 
own resources was my urgent request, and the Report of my observations to the Board of 
Guardians will prove this. I have not a copy of the paper, but I think it could be procured. 

In reference to the observation of the Earl of Lucan, that I had most uncandidly withheld 
that the rate-books are faulty, and that the- landlords are constantly, by design or mistake, 
made chargeable when the tenants hold by lease, or when there is an intermediate lessor, I 
have to state that I was not aware of this being the case, and therefore I could not have 
uncandidly withheld what I did not know. A person (Mr._ Sheridan), had been appointed to 
revise the valuation, and one of the chief causes of his appointment was to correct any mistakes 
as to the rating of immediate lessors, and I had no reason to know that he had not performed 
this duty. I had heard no complaints on the matter, and no appeal that 1 am aware of was 
ever brought by any immediate lessor to have his rating as immediate lessor changed. In my 
Report of the 17 th ultimo, I stated to the Commissioners the result of my own observations as 
to the rate-collection books, and what the rate collector had informed me, and it will be for the 
Earl of Lucan to show how these statements were incorrect. As to the Earl of Lucan s 
disbelief that the rates were really due by any of the parties I mentioned, I have only to state 
that the persons I mentioned are rated in the books as immediate lessors, and are not marked 
as paid; as I stated, and as the books will prove, until these parties appeal against the rating, 
and have it set aside, the rates for which they are rated are, in my opinion, really due by, and 
recoverable from, them. As to the statement, of the Earl of Lucan, that he was not liable for 
some hundred occupations that he was rated for in the Westport Union, I am not in possession 
of other information on the subject; but the Earl of Lucan being erroneously rated as he 
states, he had the means of appeal as pointed out by the Act; and he could have taken steps 
to afford the Board of Guardians accurate information on the subject so as to e.iable the 
Guardians to rate the proper persons in the future rates ; but until the Earl of Lucan takes 
the necessary steps to have the rating corrected, I consider him liable for the amount for which 
he is rated in the rate-books as immediate lessor. 

As to the observations of the Earl of Lucan, as to my having extravagantly over-stated the 
irregularities complained of, if I had not been altogether misinformed, I have only agam to 
state, that as to the rate being unpaid by the persons rated as immediate lessors whom 
I named, that the books will prove the facts, and also show the amount of rate unpaid by 
persons rated as immediate lessors, which the rate collector informed me amounted -to near y 
two-thirds of the uncollected rate ; and this statement, from the result of my examination of the 
hooks, I found to be correct. , , , j ■ 

As 10 the way the inmates ill the Castlebar workhouse have been treated, as stated in 
Mr. Gibbons’s letter, in the lettersof the medical officer, and m his observations in he mediral 
return book, and in my Report of the 17th ultimo, there cannot be the slightest doubt the facte 
have not been overstated. The state of the inmates, and the reports and letters of the medical 
officer, were not only brought before the Board of Guardians by the letters of the Commissionere, 
but I laid the whole case before the Board on the 16th and 23rd ultimo md raui , *e Ae- 
rations of the medical officer. The master of the workhouse was present and not only did not 
deny, but confirmed the statements, and gave the most frightful pictu»of ffie^state the inmte 
had been reduced to. I would also wish to observe, that Ass, slant 

was oresent at the meetinw of the Castlebar Board of Guardians on the 23rd ultimo . he heard 
m, statements to the Board of Guardians and those of the master of the workhouse, the 
of the medical officer’s observations, and the names from the collection book of 
lessors by whom rates were unpaid; and I think he would be able to foim a Mrrect opmmn 
as to whether any of the statements connected with this Dnmn were owmtatei 

In reference to the Earl of Lucan’s observations in regard to the papers not bemg latd bcfo.e 
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Parliament when the animus of the writer was so undisguised, without first allowing the parties 
charged, and, as he believed, traduced, an opportunity of explanation and defence, I have only 
t.o state that I trust that my reports and observations in this case will show an undisguised and 
strong animus to prevent and expose what I considered and consider a cruel dereliction of duty 
by the Castlebar Board of Guardians at a most trying time, and the unpardonable neglect of 
the few inmates that were allowed to remain in the workhouse. That, the parties so charged 
have been traduced I deny ; but the Earl of Lucan cannot be more anxious than I am to afford 
them every opportunity of defence and explanation. 

As to the observations of the Earl of Lucan, that should the circumstances be as stated, that 
I had signally failed in my duty in never having, by a statement or remonstrance, endeavoured 
to bring the Board of Guardians to a proper sense of their duties, I have only to observe that, 
although the circumstances are as stated, and although I failed in bringing the Board of 
Guardians to a sense of their duty, it was not from never having by a statement or remonstrance 
endeavoured to do so in the strongest manner and by the strongest statements. I repeatedly 
and anxiously remonstrated, not only with the Board of Guardians as a body, but by every 
influence and intreaty that I could use with individual members of the Board. I endeavoured 
to bring the Guardians to a sense of their duty, and to prevent the lamentable and cruel course 
that has been pursued. My reports and my observations from time to time on the minutes 
for the information of your Board will show how far I endeavoured to inform the Commissioners 
as to the state of the case, and to obtain their influence and co-operation in trying to bring the 
Board of Guardians to a sense of their duty. How the Earl of Lucan could make this state- 
ment to Sir George Grey, as to an absent public officer, when his Lordship was present at the 
meeting of the Castlebar Board of Guardians on the 21st of last October, when I remonstrated 
in the strongest manner against the closing of the workhouse, against the non-collection of the 
rate, and urged the striking of a new rate, ami when the Earl of Lucan was the chief person 
who most strongly opposed me, I am at a loss to account for; but I have every reliance that 
the Poor Law Commissioners will support and protect their officer in the due discharge of his 
duty, and defend him from such charges, whether made by the Earl of Lucan or any other 
party. 

A press of the most urgent business has prevented me from answering your letter earlier.

Adverting to the information received from the Board of Guardians regarding the 
state ot the potato crop in the Union, I am directed by the Poor Law 

Commissioners to express their deep regret that the report of the Guardians is to so great an 
extent unfavourable. 

The Commissioners anticipate, in consequence hereof, a great increase of poverty and dis- 
tress among the labouring population of the Union, and it is their earnes ; wish that those 
means of affording relief which the law has placed at the disposal of the Guardians, should be 
made available to the utmost practicable extent. 

They recommend, therefore, that the Guardians should promptly bring under review the 
Su ject of their contracts for provisions and other supplies ; the present state of their stocks of 
bedding and clothing, and the general state of their finances, so as to be prepared in due time 
or any accession to the number of inmates which the present circumstances of the Union 
render probable. r 

In making such preparations, the Commissioners urgently advise and call upon the Guar- 
dians to base the estimates for their financial and other arrangements on the assumption, that 
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the whole accommodation which the workhouse affords will be placed in requisition during a 
considerable period, commencing from the close of the present autumn. The means of relief 
placed at the disposal of the Guardians being limited, it will be a source of satisfaction here- 
after, both to the public and to the Guardians themselves, if nothing be left undone to make 
the utmost use of those means, so far as may be found necessary, especially in the relief of the 
primary objects of the Irish Poor Law, aged, infirm, or otherwise disabled persons, to whose 
relief the recent measures of Parliament enacted for the employment of labour apply only in 
an indirect manner, and who may, therefore, be expected to form the class most liable to des- 
titution, in consequence of the present calamity. 

What number of inmates may be safely and properly accommodated in each department of 
the workhouse is a question upon which the Guardians will not fail to consult their medical * 
officer, from time to time,, as occasion may require. 

With reference to any change of the workhouse dietary which may become desirable 
through failure of a supply of sound potatoes, the Commissioners call the attention of the Guar- 
dians to their sealed order of the 27th October last, which remains in full force, authorising 
such departure from the prescribed form of dietary as to the Guardians, subject to the approval 
of the Commissioners, shall seem fit and expedient. 

The Assistant Commissioner in superintendence of the Union is specially instructed to afford 
the Guardians, on this occasion, all the assistance and co-operation it may be in his power to 
give.

I am directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of 11th instant, in which you state that there are 950 paupers in the workhouse, while 
there are little or no funds to meet the expenses ; and that in the present state of distress in the 
country, it would be impossible to collect a rate, and requesting the advice of the Commissioners 
under the circumstances. 

The Commissioners desire to express their concern at the embarrassments of the Union, but 
thev deem it right, at the same time, to state that the Board of Guardians have the amplest, 
powers for enforcing the payment of rates already struck, for striking new rates, and for enforcing 
the payment, of such new rates by the rate-payers. The Board of Guardians have, in fact, as 
extensive powers in this respect as are possessed by any administrative body for the levying and 
enforcing the payment of any rate or tax. 

The Commissioners can therefore only press upon the Board of Guardians of the Cavan 
Union the propriety of their promptly and energetically using the important powers with which 
they have been intrusted by t.he Legislature, so as to raise the requisite funds for affording 
relief in the workhouse of the Cavan Union to the full number of destitute poor persons which 
that establishment can conveniently contain. 

Mr. Senior has expressed his readiness to attend the meeting of the Board of Guardians on 
the 24th instant, if he hears from you that the amount of the rate is to be decided on that day.

The Poor Law Commissioners have had under consideration a resolution contained in 
minutes of proceedings of the Board of Guardians of the Cavan Union, on the 1st instant, 
directing that, further proceedings against the rate-collectors be stayed, the Board having given 
them three weeks to close their collection. 

The Commissioners are unwilling to suggest to the Board of Guardians any course of pro- 
ceeding which may appear harsh towards the collectors ; but they, nevertheless, deem it right 
to point out that the collectors have had much indulgence shown to them, and have been very 
irregular ; thut the present is the best season of the year for collecting money, and that if the 
collectors are allowed to remain inactive, the Guardians may be thrown into very serious diffi- 
culty, — the weekly expenditure being, according to the above minutes, 109?., while the amount 
collected was only 47?.

George M'Knipe, Esq., drew the attention of the Board to the state of the funds at present 
pointing out the amount due by the Board, and stating, that if money is not borrowed from 
the treasurer, the house must be closed • also offering to become a security if joined by some 
other of the Guardians. J 

Whereupon the Board requested Abraham Brush, John Gunly, and John Baker Esqrs 
should wait on the treasurer, and have his reply relative thereto, and which was that, as on 
former occasions, the Board sent a requisition, signed by two or three of the Guardians. He 
would forward same to Dublin, and consequently act as directed. 

The Board resolved,— That a communication be addressed to the Poor Law Commissioners 
to the following effect:— The extraordinary increase of paupers admitted into the workhouse 
during the existence of the calamity which has affected the country has completely exhausted 
the funds of the establishment, is consequently indebted to the contractors in a very considerable 
sum, about 800/., while the arrear likely to be collected does not exceed 250Z. Neither 
although the new rate has been struck, can the collection of it commence at soonest until after 
the next meetuig of the Guardians on the 19th instant.

I acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 23rd instant respecting Cavan Union, 
and enclosing a letter from Lord Farnham on the subject, and in reference thereto 1 have 
caused the records of the office to be searched, and now desire to give the following informa- 
tion to his Excellency : — 

The Board of Guardians of Cavan Union is at present in great pecuniary embarrassment. 
They owe their contractors above 800Z., and the contractors have intimated their intention to 
stop their supplies. 

I feel bound, however, to state, that the difficulties experienced by the Guardians are mainly 
owing to their own neglect. 

The last rate which the Guardians struck amounted to 5,0741., and was made on the 20th 
of January, 1846. There can be no reasonable doubt that if proper exertions had been made, 
that rate ought to have been collected previous to last harvest. The portion of it uncollected 
on the 12th instant amounted to 39 71. 17s. 0 %d. 

The Guardians have now agreed to a new rate, amounting to 5,6 771. The collecting books 
for 10 electoral divisions were signed on the 19th instant, and the Guardians have advertised 
for collectors for the remaining 13 divisions, the appointments to take place on the 26th 
instant. 

I herewith forward to his Excellency a copy of the correspondence of the Commissioners 
with the Cavan Board of Guardians respecting the state of their funds, commencing with a 
letter dated the 10th of last September, and written when the Commissioners had before them 
official information as to the failure of the potato crop in Cavan Union. 

The total number of paupers in Cavan workhouse on the 16th instant was 1,167, of whom 

145 were males, aged 15 and upwards; 

362 females, aged 1 5 and upwards ; 

299 boys under 15 ; 

347 girls under 15 ; 

14 children under 2.

Of the above inmates 17 were lunatics and idiots ; 171 inmates were in the general hospital, 
and 61 inmates in the fever hospital. 

The workhouse was built to accommodate 1,200 inmates.

Referring to my previous Report, I enclose, in a tabular form, the pecuniary position 
of each of the Unions in my district. 

At first sight the result is not unsatisfactory. Of the 31 Unions, 22 had, on the 28th of b eb- 
ruary, balances in their favour with their treasurers ; but, on the other hand, their liabilities are 
very great.. Should the whole amount of the current rate be collected in every Union, the 
credits are only 75,0007. in even numbers, whilst their liabilities are 113,OOOZ. for provisions 
and officers’ salaries alone ; the cost of food being to establishment charges as ten to one. 

Of the four Unions which appear to have a surplus applicable to the 8th and 9th sections 
of the Temporary Relief Act (9 and 10 Vic. c. 107), the first Union, Castlederg, has since 
entered into contracts for enlarging the workhouse, while the increased number of inmates now 
in the workhouse will completely absorb its small surplus, 1877. 

The second surplus, that of Cootehill, depends on the contingency of the current rate being 
collected, and that, I regret to state, is a most remote contingency. At the present moment the 
Union is in debt, and as most, severe and general distress prevails in the Union, the provisions 
of that Act will, no doubt, be put into operation in every division of the Union. Downpatrick 
appears to have a small surplus of 2867., but the amount of the contracts for fever hospital and 
other buildings is more than this sum. If I am correct in the opinion I have before expressed to 
you that it is impossible to collect a rate during the summer, the better course would be for 
each Union to make a rate, pro formd, for the amount required under the temporary Bill, but 
to take no steps to prepare the rate-books till next autumn, and then to include this amount 
with that required for the current, year. , . , , 

If this cannot be followed, the accounts of all the Unions will be thrown into the most hope- 
less state of confusion. T . .

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sir, 29 th June, 1847. 

The Poor Law Commissioners have the honour to forward herewith, for the 
information of Secretary Sir George Grey, a copy of a letter which the Commis- 
sioners have addressed to the Clerk of the Ballinrobe Union in transmitting a copy 
of an order which the Commissioners have deemed it expedient to issue in pursuance 
of the powers vested in them, under the 18th section of the Irish Poor Relief 
Extension Act, for the dissolution of the Board of Guardians. 
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(No. 17,213, DI4 7.) Enclosure. 

Poor-Law Commission Office , Dublin 

Sir, June 23, 1847. 

The Poor Law Commissioners forward herewith an order under their seal dissolving 
the Board of Guardians of Balliurobe Union. 

The grounds on which the Commissioners have determined to take this step are founded on 
the past proceedings of the Board of Guardians, and on the state of extreme difficulty and 
embarrassment to which the affairs of the Union have been brought. 

The points to which the Commissioners deem it right to advert more particularly, are the 
present extremely disorganized state of the workhouse ; the defective attendance of the Guar- 
dians ; their frequent failures to meet at all, at the times required by the regulations of the 
Commissioners; their omission to make and collect sufficient rates to defray the current expenses 
of the Union; and the consequently embarrassed state of their finances, involving debts of a 
large amount to their Treasurer, and to contractors, an execution on behalf of one of whom is 
now in the hands of the sheriff. 

The Commissioners are recently apprised that the rates last made in the several electoral 
divisions of the Union have been held by the magistrates to be invalid, through the informal 
way in which they were signed by the Guardians. The Commissioners express no opinion on 
the point of law, until better informed of the grounds of the decision; but they hear from the 
clerk, that the Guardians signed the rate without causing certain blanks in the declaration at 
foot of the several rates to be filled up. 

Of these rates, made 13th August, 1846, and amounting to 3584 1. 12s. 3c?., it appears that 
the sum of only 1885Z. Is. lft?., has been collected during a period of ten months, in a 
Union, the net value of which is no less than 85,217?., according to the Poor Law Valuation. 

Under these circumstances, and looking especially to the fact that the maintenance of the 
inmates of the workhouse has now for many weeks past been carried on chiefly by means of 
advances made by Her Majesty’s Government through the Commissariat Department, and 
that there is no prospect of these advances being repaid within a reasonable time, the Com- 
missioners feel themselves called upon to exercise the powers confided to them by the Legislature, 
of at once superseding the Board of Guardians by the appointment of paid officers. 

The Commissioners will accordingly proceed to exercise that power, in the hope that the 
affairs of the Union may thereby be brought into a more satisfactory state.

I am directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to transmit herewith, for the 
information of Secretary Sir George Grey, a return showing the progress of the 
collection of Poor-rates in the several Unions in Ireland during the month of May. 

The Commissioners at the same time forward to Sir George Grey the tabular 
printed statement (a copy of which he has already received) respecting the 
financial condition of the several Unions in Ireland, on February 27th, together 
with an additional column, showing the amount collected by each Union in Ireland, 
during the months of March, April, and May in the present year. The Commis- 
sioners desire to call the especial attention of Sir George Grey to a comparison 
of the amount so collected, during the three months, with the sums contained in the 
printed column on the right-hand side, viz., col. 14. 

It is to be remarked, that this column 14 contains a statement of the sums which 
the Guaidians ought to collect during eight months, in oi'der to be out of debt 
on the 1st November, and such sums ought, therefore, to be less than three times 
the sums actually collected in the three months ; that is to say, they ought not to 
be more than in the proportion of eight to five. 

Accordingly, by observing whether the sum set opposite to each Union, in that 
column, is more or less (and in what proportion more or less) than three times the 
sum stated in ink to have been collected, it will be seen at a glance whether the 
finances of such Union are in a satisfactory state in reference to relief in the 
workhouse. 

In regard to the whole of Ireland, it will be observed that the total amount 
collected during the three months, was only L78, 109/., being at the rate of 59,370/. 
per month ; and the collection, if sustained at the same rate to the 1st November, 
would amount for the entire eight months, to 474,960/.; while the sum which 
ought to be collected during the eight months, in order to leave the Unions free 
from debt, amounts to 641,922/. So that unless the Guardians collect rates more

vigorously, there will be a deficit, on the 1st November, of 166, 9621., showing an 
addition of 46,39 61 . to the liabilities existing on the 27th February, as given in 
column 4 of the printed statement. 

The Commissioners are strongly impressed with the necessity which exists for a 
more vigorous collection of the rates ; and they transmit to Sir George Grey a copy 
of a circular which they have addressed to Boards of Guardians on this subject.

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin , 

Sir, July 1, 1847. 

I am directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to acquaint you, that they have 
received from the Relief Commissioners the announcement of an intention to discontinue 
advances under the Temporary Relief Act, at about the period of harvest in August next, As, 
in this event, the responsibility of relieving the destitute poor in Ireland will devolve almost 
wholly on the Boards of Guardians of the several Unions, the Commissioners deem it right to 
call the special attention of the Guardians to the collection of the Poor Rates, in reference to 
certain clauses of the Irish Relief Extension Act (the 10th Victoria, pap. 31), which make a 
material change in the Irish Poor Laws, and have an important bearing on the nature of the 
duties which the Guardians will now have to discharge. 

Until the passing of this new Act, the Guardians are aware that they could legally give 
f Relief to the destitute from the Poor Rates, in a workhouse only. With regard to certain 

classes of the destitute, however, the law is not altered ; for the Guardians, while they are abso- 
lutely required to relieve those classes, in some manner or other, are vested with a discretionary 
power to grant the relief either in or out of a workhouse. 

The classes of destitute persons in respect to whom the Guardians possess this new discre- 
r tionary power are the three following : — . 

1st. Destitute poor persons, who are permanently disabled from labour by reason ot old age, 
infirmity, or bodily or mental defect 

2nd. Destitute poor persons who being disabled from labour by reason of severe sickness, or 
serious accident, are thereby deprived of the means of earning a subsistence for themselves and 
their families, whom they are liable by law to maintain. 

3rd. Destitute poor widows having two or more legitimate children dependent upon them. 

With respect to all other classes of the destitute poor, the Guardians are still not entitled, 
under ordinary circumstances, to grant any Relief from the Poor Rates except in a Workhouse 
. only ; but at all times when there shall be sufficient room in the workhouse, the Guardians are 

required to take order for relieving and setting to work therein, such other ^persons (that is to 
say, persons who are not included in any of the three classes just mentioned), as the Guardians 
shall deem to be destitute poor, and unable to support themselves by their own industry or

Although, however, under ordinary circumstances the powers of the Board of Guardians in 
reference to Out-Relief are merely such as are above mentioned, special provision is made tor 
periods of unusual distress. For by the second section it is enacted, that if it be shown to the satis- 
faction of the Poor Law Commissioners, that through want of room, or by reason offerer or infec- 
tious disease, due Relief can no longer be afforded in the workhouse or workhouses of an L mon 
to destitute poor persons not included in any of the above mentioned three classes it shal be 
lawful for the Commissioners, by order under their seal, to authorize the Guarto of such 
Union to administer Relief to such persons out of the workhouse ; and th ^ ^ uardl ^ nS a f® 
then required to make provision for their relief accordingly.

Sir, 3rd July, 1847. 

The Poor Law Commissioners have the honour to send, for the information 
of Sir George Grey, a copy of their recent correspondence with the Guardians of the 
Castlebar Union, on the subject of the rates due from immediate lessors in that 
Union ; and to report that they have deemed it their duty to dissolve the Board of 
Guardians of that Union, with a view to the immediate appointment of paid 
officers to carry into execution therein the Acts now in force for the relief of the 
destitute poor in Ireland. 

The_ letter addressed by the Commissioners to the clerk of the Union, on the 
1st instant, explains the grounds on which the Commissioners have deemed it 
right and necessary to take this step. 

It is the intention of the Commissioners to place the Castlebar Union under the 
management of the same set of paid officers as the adjoining Union of Ballinrobd, 
the dissolution of the Board of which Union was reported for Sir George Grey’s 
information, in a letter from the Commissioners to yourself, on the 29th ultimo.

The Poor Law Commissioners have had before them lists of immediate lessors and of 
occupiers, by whom arrears of rate are due in the Castlebar Union, with which they have been 
furnished by you. 

With reference to the sums due by immediate lessors, it appears that they amount, in the 
whole, to 341/. 8s. 9 Iffi., and that amongst the most considerable defaulters are to be found 
the names of the Earl of Lucan, Sir R. Palmer, Sir Samuel O’Malley, Colonel M'Alpine, 
Lord Kilmaine, William Kearney, Esq., John Chenies, Esq., Michael Rowland, Esq., James 
Hardinin, Esq., John H. Paytou, Esq., and John Bodkin, Esq., three of whom, namely, the 
Earl of Lucan, Colonel M‘Alpine, and Mr. Kearney are members of the Board of Guardians; 
and the Commissioners are desirous of receiving from the Guardians an explanation of the 
circumstance, that, since their re-election in March last, they have not taken any effectual 
proceedings to recover the rates due from the parties named in lists of defaulters, by the 
exercise ot the powers vested in them, under section 2 of the Irish Poor Law Amendment Act. 

The collectors of poor rates, appointed by the Guardians, were guilty of great neglect, and 
those officers were on that ground removed from their office by the Commissioners, but as 
regards rate-payers of the class of immediate lessors, the Guardians are aware that they have 
the means of proceeding for recovery of the rate due by them, independently of the services of 
their collectors, by action or suit in their own name in the Superior Courts, or by civil bill; 
and the Commissioners request to be informed why the Guardians have not availed themselves 
of the power referred to.

Extract from Guardians’ Minutes, of June 26, 1847. 

(No. 184,22, D47.) 

Proposed by James Conry, seconded by Henry J. H. Browne, 

reference to the letter of the Poor Law Commissioners, No. 165,86, D 47, dated June 
17, 1847. 

Resolved, That this Board is of opinion, that the Poor Law Commissioners have fallen into 
an error in supposing that the several gentlemen mentioned in their letter are defaulters in the 
payment of poor rate as immediate lessors ; for upon inquiry it appears that several of the 
gentlemen therein named are not liable as immediate lessors, as stated erroneously in the rate 
books, the parties in occupation holding under joint leases, although individually rated at sums

On the 17th instant, the Poor Law Commissioners requested the Guardians of Castlebar 
Union to explain the circumstance, that they had taken no steps since the re-election of the 
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Board, in March last, to compel certain immediate lessors, who are defaulters in the payment 
of poor-rates, to pay their rates. 1 J 

The Guardians have replied, in their resolution of the 26th ultimo, to the effect that the 
parties in question were erroneously rated as immediate lessors, inasmuch as the occupiers of 
the tenements rated at less than 41. hold under joint leases. 

The Commissioners express no opinion upon the validity of those ratings ; but they deem it 
right to say that if the immediate lessors so rated had appealed against the rate, their names 
might have been struck out by the assistant barrister, if he considered the grounds alleged suf- 
ficient to invalidate the ratings. 

The immediate lessors did not appeal within the time prescribed by law, and the Commis- 
sioners think that the Board of Guardians should therefore have persisted in the enforcement of 
the rates from the parties so rated and not appealing. 

The amount of rate left uncollected on this ground is very considerable, exceeding, as it ap- 
pears, the sum of 346/., and the result of the course which the Guardians have taken In making 
rates which they do not enforce from the persons rated, has been to exempt certain property 
clearly rateable to the relief of the poor from the payment of such rates altogether. 

One of the parties alluded to is the Chairman of the Union, the Earl of Lucan ; others of 
them are either members of the Board of Guardians or gentlemen of rank and consideration in 
the Union ; and the Commissioners cannot but think it most unfortunate, and most unsatisfac- 
tory, that the enforcement of the claims of the Board of Guardians should not have been pressed 
conclusively against members of their own body, and parties circumstanced as above stated, at 
a time of universal and severe distress, and when funds are advanced by Government from week 
to week for the maintenance of the inmates of Castlebar workhouse. 

By a Return recently laid before Parliament, it appears that in five years ended 31st Decem- 
ber, 1846, during which the Castlebar Union was in operation, under the provisions of the 1st 
and 2nd Viet., c. 56, the Guardians incurred an expenditure in relief of the poor amounting in 
the whole period to only Is. 6d. in the pound on the net annual value of the Union ; up to that 
time the greatest number of inmates in the workhouse, which was designed for 600, appears to 
have been 202 ; and' at the present time, when famine, and disease caused by famine, have pre- 
vailed in the Union for many months, it appears that the number of inmates has never exceeded 
405 ; and by the latest return which the Commissioners possess, dated Saturday, 26th instant, 
it was 375. 

By the same Parliamentary Return, it appears that seven inquests were held by the coroner 
on persons supposed to have died of starvation within the Castlebar Union in the period of six 
months preceding the date of that Return. 

On the 8th instant, an Act of Parliament received the Royal assent, which extends materially 
the powers of relief intrusted to the Guardians of Unions in Ireland, and the execution of that Act 
will require great energy and effectiveness on the part of the Guardians of Unions, both in 
relieving the necessities of the poor, and in collecting and enforcing sufficient rates for that pur- 
pose. 

The Commissioners, under the circumstances detailed in this letter, feel bound to state that, in 
their opinion, the duties of the Board of Guardians of Castlebar Union have not been duly and 
effectually discharged according, to the intention of the Acts in force for the relief of the poor in 
Ireland, and they deem it their duty, therefore, to dissolve that Board, and proceed to the ap- 
pointment of paid officers, to carry into execution the provisions of those Acts. 

The order dissolving the Board of Guardians is enclosed herewith.

The Poor Law Commissioners have, in their letter of the 29th instant, 
reported, for Sir George Grey’s information, the dissolution of the Board ot 
Guardians of Ballinrobe Union, which Union was dissolved by an order under seal 
of the Commissioners, bearing date the 23rd ultimo. 

The Commissioners have since received the minutes of the proceedings of the 
Guardians of the 24th ultimo, an extract from which they now forward for the fur- 
ther information of Sir George Grey on the subject. 

As the Board of Guardians will not again meet, the Commissioners are unable 
to reply to their communication, but they deem it right to lay before Sir George 
Grey an extract from a Report describing the state of the workhouse, received by 
the Commissioners from their Assistant Commissioner, Mr. Phelan ; a statement 
of the rates levied and expended by the Guardians ; a statement of the sums 
advanced to the Guardians through the Commissariat Department ; a copy of a 
letter addressed to the Commissioners by the returning officer of the sheriff of

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Mayo, relative to an execution against the property in the workhouse ; copies of 
correspondence with the collector and clerk of the Union, relating to the decision 
of the magistrates on an informality in the signing of the rates, and on account of 
the meetings held by the Guardians during the period which has elapsed cinrp 
the 25th March, 1 846. 

It is necessary to explain, that the Guardians who were acting at the time of the 
dissolution of the Board, were the Guardians elected in March, 1846, the general 
election of Guardians in March 1847, having failed to be completed, in consequence 
of the death of the returning officer at a late period of the proceedings. 

The Commissioners subsequently issued an order, commencing de novo the 
general election of a new Board, and the proceedings under the latter order were 
in progress at the time when the Commissioners deemed it their duty to dissolve 
the Board of Guardians, with the view of appointing paid officers in their stead. 

The last-mentioned order was therefore rescinded by the Commissioners, by an 
order bearing the same date with the order of dissolution. 1 am now directed 
further to report that it is the intention of the Commissioners to place the manage- 
ment of the Ball inrobe Union under the same set of paid officers as the adjoining 
Union of Castlebar, the Board of Guardians of which have also been dissolved, as 
reported to you for Sir George Grey’s information, in a separate letter of this 
date.

Extract from Guardians’ Minutes, June 24, 1847. 

Resolved ,— That this Board consider the letter addressed to the Board, bearing date the 23rd 
June, 1847, enclosing the order of the dissolution of the Board, cannot permit the statements 
made in that letter to pass without. observation. The Commissioners slate that they deem it 
right to advert more particularly to the following fact, “the defective attendance of the Guardians, 
and their frequent failures to meet at all at the times required by the regulations of the Com- 
missioners.” 

In reply to this statement, the Board has to enclose a Return made by the clerk of the several . 
days on which the Board has met since 26th March, 1846, up to the present date, as entered on 
the Minutes of Proceedings of the Board, by which it appears that since the 3rd December, 
1846, there was a meeting of the Board on every Thursday in each week, with the exception of 
the 1 1th March, at which time the assizes were being held, and that, it appears there were in 
addition nine extraordinary meetings held during that period, and that during the whole period 
of fifteen months there were only ten occasions on which the Board did not meet on the ordinary 
days of meeting. The Commissioners further impute to the Board their omission to make and 
collect sufficient rates to defray the current expenses of the Union. In reply, the Board has to 
state that a rate supposed to be sufficient was made, amounting to 3,584/. 12s. 3d., on the 13th 
August last • and a further rate of Is. 3d. in the pound, amounting to 5,329 1. odd, was made on 
the 6th May last, and this Board has used every exertion to compel their collector to get in the 
rate, having given Is. 6 d. in the pound for the collection, and 2s. in the pound for collection of 
arrears, in the hope of securing the services of an efficient officer. The Board regrets that so 
small a proportion of the rate has been received. They cannot but ascribe this in some degree 
*° j , ext 1 T aori din ary distress and destitution which prevails among the rate-payers themselves, 
and the Board has to enclose copies of the resolutions passed by them, in the hope of urging 
their collector to a more active discharge of his duties : in conclusion, the Board cannot but pro- 
test against the charges, which the Board cannot but feel are undeserved. 

The accompanying Returns will show whether they are founded in factor not. This Board 
feels happy in being relieved of the deep responsibility of being charged with the administration 
oi a law which the state of the country renders it so difficult to carry into effect.

The assistant master has been two months in charge during that period, and for some indefi- 
nite time before, no food has been cooked In the kitchen, nor eaten in the dining-hall. Each 
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individual, or family, gets (he quantity of food, to which he or thevare ,„titl.,l . 1 , 
and they cook i, thrives in ,h, inimary and da y -rooL°, do m ,t^“lS 

hospital wards. Has cooking process is chiefly in operation at the female sides, wtare th” dav 
I found seven metal pots .n one dormitory, four in another, and one or more i, othem 
along with griddles and various other liuary articles ; of course fuel is also ohtained by S 
paupers in their respective portions of the house, even in the dormitories. In the nursery I 
found a large fire in the grate, and four fires on the Boors, each surrounded by a Zm of 
women boys, and girls, apparently watching a pot in which their meal was beij cooked o 
course 'he room was filled with smoke. In the room adjoining the washhouse there were sis such 
fn?he room 1 “ n ° olumn8 !' 10 ll ' 1 found it impossible to remain above almost half a minute 

Women, boys, girls, and children are intermixed, and sleep in the several wards and dormi- 
tories without the slightest atiompt at classification. I found nine healthy adult females in the 
female idiot cells and hall, each having one or more children along with her. In the idiot in- 
spector s room and the tdiot dormitory, there were 45 women, boys, girls, and children, and in 
the male day and infirm wards, there were eleven stout healthy girls, and several women and 
children. All these had been five or six weeks in these parts of the house. They, or at least some 
of them, were lately removed to the female side by the schoolmaster, temporarily appointed 
assistant master, but they again returned, set his authority at defiance, and refused to leave when 
requested to do so. 

I attended a meeting of the Board of Guardians on the 7th, and described much of the fore- 
going circumstances to them ; perceiving that, as none of them visit the house, they were in a 
considerable measure unacquainted wilh its actual condition, of course I urged them to lose no 
time m having the house put in some degree of order. The schoolmaster, temporarily appointed 
by the Guardians, and put in charge by Mr. Otway, was not allowed to exercise his authority 
the deposed master refusing to allow him, or to give him the keys of stores, &c., and the latter 
is so imbecile that no exertion was lo be expected from him. Besides, the matron had left the 
house on leave from ill health, and with her the assistant matron, who is her daughter, leaving 
the institution without, any female superintendents. ° 5 

Perceiving Dr. Twiss, the recently appointed medical officer, to be anxious to assist in re- 
ducing the house to some order, I suggestedto the Guardians the utility or authorizing him and 
the schoolmaster to superintend all the workhouse arrangements for a week, when°the next 
Board might be able to come to some decision whether they would continue them longer in that 
position, or what steps to take ; they did so, and I am bound to state that some good results 
have followed, but not to the necessary extent, as the disorganization is still as I have above de- 
scribed. 



There are very few male adults in the house; the inmates are principally women and their 
children, the husbands being out. Whilst indulged in living in the house as they please, even in 
a very uncomfortable way, few of them will leave it just now. The schoolmaster states that some 
have quantities of wool and other property in the house; and some, perhaps several, are in it 
and obtain food who are not entered in the registry. I ascertained this whilst examining a 
young woman in the infirmary, when it was stated that she only came to see an acquaintance in 
the house, and remained in it, not from her having become ill, but from choice : she is not even 
yet registered. 

I am painfully compelled to conclude this sketch, by stating that this workhouse presents such 
a picture of demi-savage life as I could not suppose the most relaxed discipline could admit of; 
and I take the liberty of expressing my opinion that, for the credit of the department, and for 
the good of those who require workhouse aid in this Union, some steps be taken to remedy the 
disorganization which exists in it. The schoolmaster states that he is confident, although he 
cannot prevent it, that considerably more food is used than the regular supply to each 
inmate would amount to, and that food, clothing, and other property, are often conveyed out of 
the house. Even he, possessing some authority, has been repeatedly abused, and pelted with 
stones by the paupers.

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It was reported by the clerk that a portion of the above sum was in the collector’s hands 
having been collected but not lodged. 

The balance now due to the treasurer is not known, nor the amount of the present liabilities 
of the Guardians exclusive of the debt due to the treasurer. 

This information has been required from the present clerk, but owing to the death of his 
predecessor, and the confusion in which the accounts were placed, it has not been obtained. 

If the entire sum lodged from the poor-rates since the 31st January had been applied to the 
reduction of the treasurer’s balance, there would still be due to him 7927., exclusive of any 
other liabilities which may exist, leaving at the same time the entire cost of the maintenance of 
paupers and establishment, down to the 11th June, unprovided for from the poor-rates. 

With reference to the passage contained in the resolution of the Guardians of the 24th 
ultimo, viz., " that a further rate of If. 3<7. in the pound, amounting to 53297. odd, was made 
on the 6th May last,” and that the Board has used every exertion to compel their collector to 
get in the rate, the fact is, that a rate was not made on the 6th May last. 

The Guardians on that day passed a resolution to make a rate, but no rate has yet been 
made in pursuance of that resolution.

That on the 4th of January, 1847, an execution in this cause was lodged with the 
sheriff of the county of Mayo, marked for the sum of 1877. 4f. 3c7., against the goods and 
chattels of the said Board of Guardians. 

That said sheriff made seizure of the poor-house of the said Ballinrobe Union, and all pro- 
perty therein ; that a return was accordingly made on the said writ of the goods and chattels 
so seized, and that same remained in the sheriff’s possession unsold for want of buyers; that 
thereupon the plaintiff issued a writ of venditioni exponas, which he duly delivered to said 
sheriff; and subsequently, viz., on the 28th May last, the plaintiff applied to the Barons of the 
Exchequer for an order to compel the sheriff to sell said goods and chattels so seized and in his 
possession; and on debate of the said motion, the Court ordered that said sheriff should sell the 
said goods and chattels to the full amount marked at foot of said execution. 

That the sheriff has frequently applied to the Guardians for a settlement of said debt, but 
without effect. 

That the said sheriff will, in his own defence, be compelled to sell everything in said poor- 
house unless a settlement of said debt be effected.

Sir George Grey regrets to perceive that the collection of the rate is not proceed- 
ing more satisfactorily. r 

If the Commissioners could furnish a Return for the past year similar to that 
now transmitted, which would allow a comparison to be made as to the progress of 
the collection of the rate at the same periods in the two years, Sir George Grey 
thinks it would now be very useful ; and he has directed me to request you would 
be good enough to furnish such a Return if in your power.

Sir, Dublin Castle, July 8, 1847. 

In reference to your letter of the 3rd instant, respecting temporary advances 
to Poor Law Unions, 1 am directed by the Lord Lieutenant to state, for the infor- 
mation of Secretary Sir George Grey, that his Excellency is fully aware of the 
objections to continuing such pecuniary assistance, which can only be justified by the 
necessity existing for preventing a still greater evil, viz., the absolute starvation of 
the unfortunate inmates of the workhouses. Whenever there was reason to believe 
that sufficient rates might have been collected for maintaining the paupers, or 
where due diligence was not being used by the Guardians for effecting that object,, 
the attention of the Poor Law Commissioners has been called to the subject, and it 
has been notified to them that the advances cannot be continued. 

Where the refusal of the aid has not (as in the case of the Ballina Union) caused 
greater exertions in the collection of the rates, great privations have been expe- 
rienced by the paupers in workhouses; and while his Excellency has felt it due to 
humanity to provide for their wants, he has also felt it his duty to require from the- 
Commissioners that a full and searching investigation and report shall be made 
into the condition and administration of the affairs of the Union. 

For this purpose an Assistant Commissioner will proceed at once to Ballina. 

There are, however, some districts where a trifling assistance may be necessary 
until the collection of the rates can be placed on such a footing as will provide 
funds for the support of the workhouses, and where the Guardians are zealously 
proceeding to enforce the rates, his Excellency considers his assistance should not 
be denied. 

It will also be necessary to afford assistance in cases where the Board of 
Guardians have been dissolved, and paid officers appointed in their stead, but only 
until such time as the collection can be put in active operation. 

Except under the circumstances above stated, the Lord Lieutenant will be guided 
by the Treasury Minute of the 4th ultimo, but he believes that this departure from 
their Lordships’ instructions is required by the exigency of the case. Under any 
circumstances, His Excellency does not consider that assistance will require to be 
afforded much longer in any case. He feels satisfied that the enforcement of the pay- 
ment of the poor-rates is essential to the successful operation of those measures by 
which Parliament has provided for the future relief of the destitute poor in Ireland, 
and his constant attention will be directed to that object. He feels that it is most 
essential to impress upon the minds of those who are intrusted with the administra- 
tion of the Poor Law in the respective Unions, as well as the rate-payers in gen r , 
that the responsibility of providing relief, as well as the liability to defray its cost, 
absolutely rests upon themselves.

The Poor Law Commissioners have hail under consideration your letter of the 30th 
ult., in which it is stated that, as no active measures have been taken in the Ballina Union m 
collecting the rate since the 13th of April last, their Excellencies the Lords Justices will not 
be enabled to sanction further advances to the Union. 
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In reference thereto, the Commissioners forward herewith, for the information of their 
Excellencies, a copy of a letter which they have received from Mr. E. Howley, Chairman of 
the Board of Guardians, pointing out the urgent necessity of further advances being made 
for the support of the inmates of the workhouse, together with a copy of the letter of the 
medical officer of the workhouse, referred to in Mr. Howley’s communication. 

As regards the collection of a new rate in this Union, the Commissioners desire to state; 
that it was found necessary, in consequence of the numerous changes in the occupancy of 
tenements in the Union, to make a revision of the valuation of the rateable property, and this 
has necessarily occupied a considerable time. 

At a meeting of the Board of Guardians, on the 28th ult., some errors were discovered in 
the new Rate Books, which the clerk was ordered to correct. ; and he was also directed to sum- 
mon a special meeting of the Board for the 5th inst., to sign the Rate Books if found 
correct. 

Their Excellencies will perceive from the letters of the chairman and medical officer, that 
the urgency of the case is such that the Poor Law Commissioners felt they had no alternative 
"but to act promptly, notwithstanding the intimation conveyed to the Commissioners in your 
letter of the 30th ult. ; and they accordingly forwarded on the 2nd inst. a further advance of 
1007., to provide for the immediate wants of the inmates of the workhouse. 

The Commissioners request, under these circumstances, that their Excellencies the Lords 
-Justices will be pleased to give directions that a further sum of 1007. may be placed at the 
Commissioners’ disposal, which sum the Commissioners hereby certify to be urgently required, 
to provide forthe immediate wants of the inmates of the workhouses.

•Gentlemen, Dublin Castle, July 8, 1847. 

I Am directed by the Lord Lieutenant to state, in reference to your letter of the 3rd 
inst., soliciting a further advance of 1007. to provide for the immediate wants of the inmates 
of the Ballina workhouse, that his Excellency feels it necessary to call your particular attention 
to the general subject of advances to Poor Law Unions in the manner hitherto sanctioned. 

The only grounds upon which this assistance has been authorized, was the absolute inability 
of the Guardians, by their utmost exertions, to collect sufficient rates for the maintenance of 
the inmates of the workhouses ; and any application of the monies so advanced to the pay- 
ment of former liabilities, or the continuance of those payments, when the rate collected was 
inadequate to the maintenance of the inmates of the workhouse, was at variance with the inten- 
tions of the Government in authorizing them, as communicated to you by my letter of the 
15th February last. It appears, however, that the monies placed at your disposal have been 
appropriated to the discharge of the debts of the Union, and that advances have been obtained 
when a sufficient rate has been collected. 

In the case of the Ballina Union, the effect of these continued advances appears to have 
been to render the Guardians perfectly apathetic about the collection of the rates, and, in effect, 
to throw the whole burden of maintaining the workhouse upon the Government. This result 
was brought under your notice in a letter addressed to you on the 13th of April last. It must 
be obvious that the continuance of such a system is opposed to the proper working of the 
Poor Law, and that it will be impossible for the Government to authorize the support of the 
workhouses by advances from the public funds, or to sanction the principle therein involved. 

On the 29th of June, in consequence of no active measures for collection of the rate having, 
up to that date, been taken by the Guardians of the Ballina Union, you were informed that no 
further advances Would be sanctioned; since that period a communication has been received 
from the Secretary of State for the Home Department, desiring that the attention of your 
Board should be called to a Treasury Minute of the 4th June, in°which it was stated, that the 
limited advances which had been made from time to time in aid of the expenses of the work- 
houses should entirely cease. This opinion of their Lordships is grounded upon the fact, 
that the current expenditure of the workhouses has priority in the appropriation of the rates, 
which may be levied in the Union either under the ordinary Poor Law or the Temporary 
Relief Act. 

Acting in. accordance with the opinion expressed in the Treasury Minute, his Excellency 
would feel it his duty to decline sanctioning the advance at present sought, for the Ballina 
Union, were it not apparent that, however culpable the Guardians may have been in neglect- 
ing for several months to enforce the collection of the rates, yet the present condition of the 
inmates is such as to require, on the ground of humanity alone, that such assistance should be 
.afforded ; authority will accordingly be given to Sir R. Routh to make the advances 



His Excellency considers, however, that the conduct of the Guardians of this Union, in 
tailing to provide for the wants of the workhouse, and the actual condition of the establish- 
ment itselt, call tor immediate inquiry on your part; and his Excellency requests that the 
result of such inquiry may be communicated to him without delay.

In reference to the desire expressed hy Sir George Grey in your letter of 
the 8th instant that a return similar to that which accompanied the Commis- 
soners letter of the 1st instant might he furnished for the last year for the our- 
pose of comparison, I am directed by the Poor Law Commissioners to state, 
that with regard to the aggregate return for the whole of Ireland, the information 
required by Sir George Grey is contained in the Annual Report of the Poor 
Law Commissioners for the present year, and the Commissioners forward here- 
with to Sir George Grey a tabular statement of the sum collected in Ireland 
during each month during the years 1845, 1846, and 1847. 

The Commissioners will cause a statement to be prepared of the amount 
collected by each Union in Ireland during the month of May, 1846 and will 
forward it to Sir George Grey by next Monday evening’s post. 

With regard to the tabular statement for the whole of Ireland collectively, it 
is proper to observe that the sum collected during the month of May is greater 
than has been collected for poor rates during any month since the Irish Pool- 
Relief Act was passed, and that it is more than double the sum collected during 
the month of May last year. ° 

Still the Commissioners regret to perceive that the amount collected even in 
May of the present year was less than the amount expended by the Guardians.
